Winniece,—Jan. 14 After an 
existence of barely six weeks the 
Harrison Government went to pei- 
ces last night when it became 
known that one of their number 
had been defeated at St. Francis 
Xavier. A caucus of the party 
was held during the evening and 
after a stormy meeting, during 
which much recrimination was in- 
dulged in, it was resolved to re- 
sign and join the opposition. 
Premier Harrison said the course 
which the Government proposed 
to take would, he hoped, result in 
the greatest benefit to the country. 
He and his friends had been pre- 
pared to carry out the policy which 
he was sure would have commend- 
editself to every right-thinking 
man, but they accepted the ver- 
dict given by the St. Francis Xay- 
ier voters, and they would not be 
given an spportunity to carry 
their policy into effect. He sug- 
gested to his adherents that they 
join the opposition and give Mr. 
Greeneway a chance to carry on 
the affairs of the country. 

Full details of the caucus are 
unobtainable, but it is known that 
ex-Premier Norquay and Harrison 
indulged ina verbal warfare, which 
was neither creditable to them- 
selves nor edifying tothe audience, 
each doing his share of the mud- 
slinging. After it had been decid- 
ed to resign, the question of a lead- 
er for the opposition was discussed 
at length, but it became evident 
that Norquay was the only man 
on whom ail the factions conld 
unite and accordingly he was chos- 
en unanimously. 

On rising to thank the caucus 
for the honor conferred, the old 
half-breed was greeted with great 
applause which he received with 
becoming evidence of modesty, 
while at the same time barely con 
cealing the triumph he felt.

Enropean War Notes. 

Bertin, Jan. 14.—The fact that 
the czar at his New Year's recep- 
tion refrained from talking to the 
German embassador and Austrian 
representative, and out of the Rus- 
sian generals and ministers whis- 
pered a few minutes to M. de 
Giers and then singled out minis- 
ters Bishtegradni, M. Podidestiff 
and secretary of state Ostrovski, is 
taken to mean that the war party 
triumphs. The movement of 
troops to the frontier is being ac- 
celerated and hosts of laborers are 
constructing redoubts on the line 
of the Vistula. The Warsaw 2o- 
lice have issued orders that all 
Austrians who have not permits 
to reside in Poland must quit Rus- 
sian territory. 

Austrian and Hungarian troops 
are concentrating on the Silesian 
frontier, and the majority of the 
Hungarian parliament is ardently 
warlike. The Austrian war offi 
is confident that there are sufli- 
cient forces in Central Lemburg, 
Przemysl and Czernowitz to arrest 
any Russian advance. 

The upper house of the Prus- 
sian landtag, which began its ses- 
sion to-day, elected the duke of 
Ratisbon, president; Herr Von 
Rochro, vice president, and Herr 
Miguel, second vice president.

Speaker Oarlisle's Seat. 


Wasnineron, Jan. 14.—In the 
secret session of the house commit- 
tee on elections, when the Carlisle- 
‘Thorbe case was disposed of, the 
first motion was to postpone the 
further consideration of the case, 
which was rejected by a strict 
party vote of 9to6. Then a mo- 
tion was made to re-open the case. 
Rowell (Republican) asked to be 
excused from voting, and Cooper 
(Republican) voted with the Dem- 
ocrats. This motion was also lost, 

Another motion was to declare 
Thoebe entitled to his seat, and on 
this vote four Republican mem- 
bers were excused from voting, 
the remainder voting with the 
Democrats against the proposition. 

‘Then came the final vote on the 
motion affirming Carlisle’s right to 
his seat. All of the Democrats 
voted in favor of this proposition, 
and with them stood Cooper, 
Rowell and Johnson of Indiana, 
making the affirmative vote 13. 
Three members, Lyman, Houk and 
Dodge, Republicaus, were excused. 
so that there was no negative vote, 

The position taken by the Re- 
publicans who abstained from vot- 
ing is that while they are not con- 
vinced that Carlisle is not entitled 
to his seat, it is proper for the 
committee to re-open the case and 
afford an opportunity for the pro- 
duction of any new evidence that 
might throw light upon the con- 
test. s 

Under the instruction of the 
committee, chairman Crouse will 
report to the house a resolution 
declaring Carlisle entitled to his 
seat.

Among the most urgent needs is 
the leasening of the gear, the number 
of boats. This is for the interests of 
the canners who are paralyzed by the 
 tremendons amount of gear in the 


water, and for the interestsof the fish- 


ermen who, by reason of competition 

of numbers, find it difficult to make a 
profitable season’s work. It is also 
for the interests of the river, that 
there bo less gear. Such a maze of 
‘nets as has been in tho river from the 
cape to Snag Island for the past four 
be drains the source of future sup- 


Another move among many that 
Tem Asrorran has long advocated, is 
not only the eatting down of the gear 
and reduction of boats, but an effort 
in another and even more important 
direction—the establishment of a 
salmon exchange. The oil men, the 
whisky men, the nail men, the barrel 
men, the glass men, the iron men, the 
keg men, all make water run on their 
wheel; the Columbia canners can do 
the same by the exercise of three ad- 
juncts—unity, confidence, discretion. 
All three are needed. 

Tn 1883 Taz Asronran took the 
ground that it was necessary for the 
eanners to combine if they wanted to 
do business and make anything at it. 
Since then we have steadily advocated 
the necessity for combination: call it 
“trust company,” or anything else. 

A salmon exchango is what the can- 
ners of the Columbia river need. A 
salmon exhange is an existing neces- 
sity and has been for the last six or 
seven years. Asit has been run for 
the last few years there is no money 


in salmon for tho canners or anyone 
else on the river. 


“What is your idea of a salmon ex- 
change? Define your terms,” may be 
said, 

It is easily done, 

The history of the profits of last sea- 
son and the season before and where 
they went is enough to cite cause for 
the establishment of a salmon ex- 
change, in addition to the general 
manner of doing business. 

The following appeared in Tae 
Darry Astortan of October 30th, 1885. 
Tt was true then. Itis true now. 

(Damrey AsTORIAN, October 39th, 1835.) 

Reports from foreign and domestic 
salmon markets are all of the same 
tenor—“values going up: little availa- 
ble stock.” Last spring Tax Asro- 
BIAN prophesied the presentsituation. 
‘Then the trade journals in San Fran- 
cisco and elsewhere pooh-poohed the 
assertion. Even up to September 1s: 
there was a determined effort to bear 
the market. By thattime the pack 
had passed from the packers’ hands, 
‘and at once began the general state. 
ment all along the line regarding the 
advisability of buying at present fig- 
ures lest they go higher, and the 

_ probability of considerable advance. 

‘Pwo years ago ‘Tum Astorran took 
the ground that it was necessary for 
the canuers to combine if they want 
todo anything worthy the name ot 
business. Additional experience 
adds additional impress to that be- 
lief. he time has gone by when 
salmon canners on the Columbia river 
can carry on a profitable business, 
unless they adopt the same system 
that 1s so uniformly successful in the 
history of similar enterprises of like 
magnitude. Combine and win. It 
is not enough to pack a superior ar- 
ticle of salmon, to put it up ou 
shape and offer it on its merits: to 

_ make and keep a high standard of ex- 
cellence, to introduce and maintain 
an improved method of manufacture. 
All this has been done in oar Colum- 
bia river canneries, aud yet where in 
the canneryman to.day that has made 
am money in the business since 
1881? They can be connted on the 
fingers of one hand. Vor this un- 
toward result the canners bave no 
one bat themselves to blame; the 

isin their own hands and if 

they choose to Jet others take all the 

tricks and score the result, they sim- 

ply fail to display tho customary 
trade shrewdne 


‘There is no existing reason why the 
manufacture of canned salmon on 
the Columbia river should not be as 
certainly profitable as the manufac.

exchange here in Astoria, to consti- 
tute that salmon exchange the means 
where by all that pertains to the 
business shall be regulated und con. 
trolled may seem to some chimerical 
and visionary: to others impractica- 
ble or impolitio: to more, useless and 
cumbersome. Yet it is the only way 
left for the profitable perpetuation 
ofa gront industry: it is the only 
means uvtried to insure pecuniary 
snecess in the fature operations of 
eaunmg salmon on the Columbia. 


Where institutions similar in make- 
up and intent to the proposed asocia- 
tion have been organized elsewhere, 
it has been found practicable and 
profitable to first have a conferenco 
among all those who would be bene- 
fited by the proposed organization, at 
which meeting the purposes of the 
cooperative movement could be 
plainly set forth. 

The purpose of the association is 
to make salmon packing on the 
Columbia assume the aspect of a le- 
gitimate manufacturing business sub- 
Ject to the same laws of supply and 
demand that govern similar euter- 
prises. Therois no charity or phi- 
lanthropy about this thing. It isa 
precautionary measure and a safe- 
guard against ruinous loss, aud on 
that basis of common interest it reste. 
Matual confidence and implicit com- 
pliance with the rules of the organi- 
zation could but result to the en- 
hancement of the general welfare. 

In brief the association might be 
composed of a joint corporate body, 
composed of Columbia salmua pack- 
ers; with a president, secretary and 
board of directors, a code of rules, 
drawn with care and strictly enforced: 
this association to have complete 
control and absolute say regarding 
the pack, its amount, price and de- 
scription. All supplies, tin, twine, 
ete., to be bought in cargo lots at the 

most advantageous prices, the price 
of salmon to be set and rigidly ad- 
hered to, the discounts, interests, 


reclamations, expense, accounts, ete,,| 7, 


etc., to be saved; the exact cost of 
the manufactured article to be ascer- 
tained, a price set on the manufac- 
tured article and the pack sold here 
in Astoria. Say it was found that 
the salmon packed in cases and ready 
for shipment from the canneries cost 
$4.70 a case; the association resolved 
that the price for the season should 
be $5.25 a case. That $5.25 « case 
would represent a sure profit of 55 
cents a case to every canner on the 
river. There would be no trouble 
in getting that or figures proportion- 
ate to the cost of production; a profit 
insured on the season of $8,000 or 
$10,000 to each canner, would be bet- 
ter than the present lottery game 
where a packer stands to win $20,000, 
but may lose an equal amount. If 
the commission men, the San Fran- 
cisco brokers, the Portland backers 
of present canneries, the Liverpool 
agents,in a wordthe men who now skim 
off the cream of profit and leave the 
canners the thin, blue, sour residue; 
if they wanted to buy the whole or 
any portion of the pack Jet them have 
the whole of it in God's name, and 
make or break as_ best they might. 
The canner would have a dead sure 
thing; the speculators could do the 
putting up and putting down and 
handle their purchase as it suited 
them; the canner would have a dead 
sure thing and could look on with 
equanimity at the game, wheth- 
er the others lost or won. In- 
stead of each canner, as at pres- 
ent, buying little jags of tin, twino, 
solder, lead, lacquer, etc, all 
supplies could be bought in large 
quantities: instead of each canner, as 
at present, paying brokerage, the ex- 
change could transact its business 
for him; in this and in other ways 
hundreds of thonsands of dollars 
annually wasted or lost to the trade 
could be saved, retained or used to 
advantage. 

Tt is this or nothing, for men will 
get tired of losing money after awhile. 
Similar schemes bave worked well 
elsewhere and made money for those 
who joined forces and combined. 
Why not on the Columbia? 

Of course there can be objections 
raised, and very grave objections. 
There can be arguments against the 
successful working of the plan that 
would take more than the limits of a 
newspager article to auswer. But 
there is no possible objection or ar- 
gument against the idea that cannot 
be gotten over. “Columbia salmon 
packers won't hold together.” “What 
are you going to do with the co-oper- 
ative canneries?” “Capital is needed 
to handle these things, and that in 
large quantities.” These and a dozeu 
more objections will occur to the 
reader, but there is no adverse argu- 
ment thatis half so strong as that 
for its adoption. With such an as- 
sociation there is success to all its 
participants: without it there is noth- 
ing but vexation, worry and possible 
rain.

THE S0HOOL QUESTION. 


The Prizo ‘‘Ohampionship’’ of tho 
West, 


Great Britain Must Be Ready For Any 
Emergencies. 


Boson, Jan. 19.—A very great sen- 
sation has been created by the report 
of the specia! committee of the legis- 
lative assembly which recommends 
that all private schools be ‘re- 
quired to register and return their 
lists of pupils, and that tho school 
committees be required to visit and 
examine private schools and to pass 
a vote annually approving or refusing 
to approve such schools, and that af- 
ter September, 1889, no such private 
schools shall be approved unless 
taught by teachers holding certifi- 
eates of qualification from the school 
committees as required in the public 
schools, 

The recommendation will, if adopt- 
ed, place all parochial schools under 
the charge of a school committee of 
almost certain Protestant complexion. 


WON BY MEYERS. 


Norra Jupsoy, Ind., Jan. 19.—The 
match for the light weight champion- 
ship of the west, for $4,000 a side, be- 
tween Harry Gilmore, of St. Paul, 
and Billy Myers, of Streater, Tils., 
took place here this morning. The 
crowd numbered about two hun- 
dred. The two men had fought but 
twenty-eight seconds when Myers got 
a terrific blow with his right hand on 
Gilmore's neck. Gilmore went down 
and was unable to rise for ten sec- 
onds, and Myers was declared the 
winner. The winner will receive sev- 
enty-five per cent, of the $2,000 stakes 
and $1,140 taken in as gate money. 

Lonpon, Jan 19.—Lord Salisbury’s 
announcements on foreign affairs are 
cautiously reassuring. The gist of 
his remarks was that the foreign 
office had no special ground for the 
alarm which is felt just now; that war 
may come at any time, and that it 
will come suddevly when it does. 
The moral which he draws from this 
is that England must be ready for 
any emergency. But it has been 
widely stated during the last few 
weeks that the government had com- 
mitted England to the support of the 
triple alliance, Every event on_the 
eontinent has vital interest to Eng- 
land, for_a war which inyolves Ger- 
many and Austria may involve the 
English fleet in the Mediterranean. 
The mere rumor of such a policy is 
alarming. It implies a departure from 
a rale which prevents English states- 
men from interfering in foreign af- 
fairs except such as immediately 
concern the intérests of England or a 
dependency of England. It may be 
quite untrue, but it has long remained 
uncontradicted, and the premier said 
nothing upon the part which Bugland 
is now playing in foreign polities. 
When parliament reassembles it will 
be among the first questions forced 
upon the government. 

The prime minister tonched on the 
subject of protection. It was a cau- 
tious utterance leaving a good many 
loopboles, which do not altogether 
satisfy the free traders. Still he de- 
clared finally and emphatically against 
a return to the system of taxing for- 
eign supplies. Lord Salisbury’s ar- 
gument on the Irish question was, 
briefly, that England has been com- 
pelled in self-defense to assert and re- 
assert her supremacy. Lord Salis- 
bury bas an unfortunate habit of 
talking about Ireland as if were a re 
hellions dependency, instead of inte- 
ural portion of the United Kingdom, 
and his appeal to the force used in 
centuries gone by to justify the force 
used by the government to-day leave 
an impression which is by no means

SOME REMARKS ON ADVERTISING, 


At tho beginning of the year, says 
the Tacoma Jews, business firms and 
corporations usually renew or make 
fresh contracts for annual advertis- 
ments in the newspapers which they 
bave chosen us the medium of con- 
stant communication between them- 
solves and the public; others slide 
along and advertise in o desultory 
sort of way until they find it becomes 
necessary to make some big aunounce- 
ment in order to catch up the 
ever moving current of trade. There 
aré merchants who will tell you that 
because business has slackened down 
somewhat from one cause or another 
they will not advertise for awhile, just 
as if the every day wants of the com- 
manity took a rest at times and 
toe people were overstocked with the 
necessaries of life. ‘That any mer 
chant who expects to keep pace with 
his competitors can affordto ignore 
newspaper advertising is an exploded 
idea. Once in a great while it is pos- 
sible to find some antiquated candi- 
date for the fossil department of a 
museum who will argue against all 
iinds of advertiving, but the species 
is rapidly becoming extinct and spec- 
imens are already regarded as curios- 
ities in business circles. 

Merchants of experience make it a 
point to keep their business constant- 
ly before the public, and the best 
manner of accomplishing this is by 
using the columns of the daily press, 
Those who make annual contracts 
secure the advantage of vheaper 
rates, and their announcements are 
read in every household in the com- 
munity; the name and location of the 
business house becomes familiar to 
every member of the family and the 
eanny housewife is not blind to the 
advertisements im a newspaper, if 
others are. Let a man be taken with 
a pain under his vest, however and he 
is pretty sure to be reminded of 
something he has read which will fit 
his trouble, and he forthwith looks it 
up in his paper. 

The great point in advertising is to 
reach the greatest number of people 
at the smallest expense. ‘To every 
bona fide subscriber to a daily news- 
paper there is an average of at least 
five readers in the residential por- 
tions of a city, in business circles the 
average is larger. No merchant can 
afford to neglect or ignore any first- 
class newspaper as an advertising 
medium, from difference of opinion, 
prejudice or any other cause. The 
newspaper has a large constituency 
of its own, and its readers are con- 
sumers and purchasers. We have 
heard business men say, “We prefer 
such and such a paper—it voices our 
sentiments, ete.” Now a business 
man who Iks in that strain 
might be expected to stand in his 
doorway and ask a customer his re- 
ligion or politics before offering to 
show him his goods, “It is your 
duty tosupport your paper,” is a 
worn out poverty howl. It is your 
duty to your own business to adver- 
tise it and your duty to your city to 
alvertise abroad by your enterprise 
and liberality that the community 
you live in is wide awake and pro- 
gressive. A city is jadged by its news- 
papers, toa greater degree than by 
any one kind of enterprise it possess 
es. Every business house shonld be 
represented in the newspapers of the 
place, The advertisements comprise 
an exhaustive index to the commerce, 
trade and industrial features of the 
city, and ate so regarded by the visi- 
tor, the stranger and the correspond- 
ent. 

Aside from this view of the case, 
however, “it pays to advertise,” and 
it pays to advertise constantly. No 
one is asleep these days, and no mer- 
ehant has such a wonderful pull on 
the public that his place will be 
sought out whether he announces his 
attractions or not. The merchant 
who gives up his advertising fora 
month or two to save a few dollars, 
might as well pall down his blinds to 
keep his goods from getting sun 
burnt, or close up an hour earlier 
every day to save gas, The business 
enterprise of to will allow no man 
to rest upon his oars, and the public 
must know that his boat is moving 
with the others every day or he is 
soon ont of the race and dis'anced.

VENEZUELA COLONIZATICN SOHEME,

Preparing to Fight. 


Berwin. Jan. 18.—A committee 
of the reichstag disposed of the 
Landwehr clauses in the military 
bill and adopted the amendment 
relating to the period of service 
for second men, the effect of which 
will be to enable men entering the 
active army before the twentieth 
year to leave the Landwehr earlier. 
General Von Schellendorf, minis- 
ter of war, stated that the measure 
would give the army in time of 
war an additional foree of nearly 
700,000 trained men. The cost is 
imated ut 80,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 marks. The committee 
approved the bill without further 
mendmenta. 

The Russian government has re 
newed anti-German measures in 
the Baltic provinces. Forty Tu 
theran clergymen in Livonia, have 
been deprived of their benefice 
without notice, because they use 
solely the German language. The 
ezar revives the post of governor 
of the provinces, and that official 
will be specially responsible for 
Prassiani:

| Wages Paid and Oost of Living in the 
Boomod City. 


Labor commissioner Tobin re- 
turned during the latter part of 
last month from Los Angeles, 
where he had been engaged in the 
investigation of the labor indns- 
tries. An Ezaminer reporter 
called on him yesterday, with a 
view of ascertaining the result of 
his mission. 

“What is the most flourishing 
line of business at present in Los 
Angeles?” was asked. 

“Real estate unquestionably. 
There are more real-estate agents 
to the square yard in Los Angeles | 2 
than can be found, I believe, in 
any city in the world.” 

“They crowd almost atop of 
each other. On the ground floors 
of many buildings in the principal 
thoroughfares real-estate agents 
|ean be found busy at their desks, 


.|in the front portion, whilst the rear 


is oceupied by barber shops, rest- 
Listen to men talk- 


matter is the buying or selling of 
land. The whole country for miles 
around the city of Los Angeles is 
cut up into blocks and lots, and 
on them embryo streets are indi- 
cated by small signs giving their 
sweet-sounding, celestial names. 
With the design of making the 
place more attractive, artificial 
stone sidewalks have been exten- 
sively laid where lots are adver- 
tised for sale. These lots com- 
mand high prices. Within two or 
three miles of the city they bring 
from $2,000 upwards. In the 
neighborhood of Santa Monica I 
saw lots, 25 foot front, advertised 
for $500, and in the business por- 
tion of the city lots are changing 
hands at $35,000 per front foot,” 

“Did you find many industrial 
establishments in Los Angeles?” 

“No, sir, for the reason that the 
growth and development of Los 
Augeles has been so recent and so 


~|rapid that the citizens of Los An- 


geles have had their hands fuil in 
attending to the busiuess and 
other wants of the thousands from 
the East who flock to their favored 
land.”

“Have you collected any statis- 
tics relating to wages, hours of la- 
bor, etc.?”

First, with regard to 
working women in Los Angeles. 
I found they were very extensive: 
ly employed in dry goods, fancy 
goods, and such like establish- 
ments as saleswomen,. Ir some 
large establishments even where 
men usually do the work in other 
cities, women are there found be- 
hind the counters. Girls have 
been brought from the Hast to 
Los Angeles and San Diego to do 
house, chamber and dining room 
work, The Nadeau house which 
is the largest hotel in Los Angeles, 
has lately supplanted its colored 
waiters by girls from St. Louis.

REMARKS FROM A VETERAN, 


Colonel Charles H. Taylor, of the 
Boston Globe, a veteran in the jour- 
nalism of that city, at the annual din- 
nerof the Boston Press Club, ina 
speech on “libel,” introduced some 
timely thoughts collateral to this 
subject. He said: 

Journalists can do a great work in 
the community to build it up or to 
tear it down. Every young man and 
every old man should realize that it 
is his duty to build men up rather 
than to tear them down. Very few 
men connected with a newspaper re- 
alize the importance of every word, 
line and paragraph that they write. 
‘The mission of a newspaper should 
be to buiid up, to encourage members 
of the community and make them 
prosperous, and every word you say 
to help them forward and onward and 
to improve their condition rather 
than to tear them down, isastep taken 
in the right direction, 

A great many young men who have 
never been in official life, and who 
have never known how a paragraph 
or acolumn ina newspaper affects a 
man, bis family and his friends, write 
in a haphazard and careless manner 
things that will damage him for all 
time, It makes no great deal of dif- 
ference whether at dinner we chaff 
each other, or say in private life this 
or that about aman. That makes no 
difference to him. But in a newspa- 
per, in cold type, you may do that 
man an incaleulable damage; and I 
do not think the average journalist 
or the average reporter appreciates 
the importance attached to each line 


that comes from his pen. Now 
we want, as newspapers, to build 
up every man in the com- 


munity; to improve his condition 
and make him better and happier, in- 
stead of being vicious and ugly, We 
want to be pleasant and sunshiny, 
and a newspaper wants to make the 
home it goes into happier, and bright- 
", and pleasanter because of its daily 
visit. Every man connected with a 
newspaper should realize that his 
work ought to be inspired by that 
sort of a sentiment, and that, though 
it may be written at midnight, the ef- 
fect of it when read and known of 
all men, ought to be for the good and 
well being of people or else it will do 
harm. Every young man in journal- 
ism should appreciate that idea, and, 
so far as he has any influence, it 
should be his aim to elevate and im- 
prove the condition of men rather 
than to pull them down and injure 
them, 

While this is intended as advice to 
steer clear of libel suits, Col. Tay- 
lors advice is clearly inspired by a 
lottier motive than the wish to es- 
cape the payment of smart money, 
and he has given us some excellent 
connsel as to the work that the press 
ought to do and the place it ought 
to fill in the community. No paper 
should be admitted toa family nor 
should one be encouraged in a com- 
munity. which sides always with its 
worst as against its best elements, 
These courses are all destructive. 
‘They secure readers, but their cireu- 
lation is simply the measure of their 
power for demoralization and destrne- 
tion,

THE TEXAS BLIZZARD. 


An Attempt to Kill Louise Michel. 


Bloody Robbery and Reprisal In the 
Indian Territory. 


Lamrassas, Texas, Jan. 23.—It ia 
estimated that fully 20,000 sheep have 
perished during the recent blizzard 
in the counties of Lampassas, Brown, 
Hamilton, Cornell and Sansaba, all 
large wool producing counties. 

Nearly every flock along the Rio 
Grande suffered depletion, the loas 
being generally confined to lambs and 
old sheep. It is thought that the 
loss of the sheep will result ina short 
wool crop.

AN EXCITING HOUR IN LIMESTONE. 

Loestong, Indian Territory, Jan. 
23.—Four masked men, all heavily 
armed, entered the Citizens’ bank last 
Saturday and presented a pistol to 
the head of the cashier, W. T. Rey- 
nolds, and demanded that be band 
over the cash. While pretending to 
comply, Reynolds slammed the door 
of the safe to and turned the lock. 
He was at once laid out by a bullet 
trom a pistol in the hands of one of 
the gang, which killed him instantly, 

‘The bank was then ransacked and 
all the money in the cash drawer, 


An attempt was made to open the 
safe, but in this the robbers were 
foiled, as the sound of the pistol 
shots bad been heard and several 
people came rushing toward the bank. 
In a few minutes the town was 
aroused and twenty or thirty armed 
men hurried to the bank. 

The robbers were just mounting 
their horses and a hot fire began in 
which Thomas Evan, a ranchman, 
living near town, was killed. 

In the melee four of the citizens 
were wounded, but not fatally. The 
surviving robbers then rode away 
with their booty, followed by a posse 
which after an hour's chase caught 
the desperadoes and took them back 
to Limestone.

Mining in Alaska, 

This is a poor country for a man 
to go broke in, Miners’ wages are 
only $2 per day, and labor in the 
rain and snow at that. It has 
stormed fifty-seven days out of 
seventy-two since I have been here. 
At this writing it is dry and cold 
—thermometer six degrees above 
zero. This is the worst country 
to prospect in I ever found. I 
tried prospecting for a week, and 
as a last resort went to work ut my 
trade. I worked sixty-one and iw 
half days, at 84 per day, and 
boarded myself; bought a stove 
for $26 and did my own cooking. 
I did the work on an eighty-stam 
mill and itis finished, but won’t 
start to work hefore spring, as the 
company has no ore on the damp 
und it snows two days out of every 
three on an average. White men 
will not work in the storms; In- 
dians do nearly all the mining here. 
Men, women and children are com- 
pelled to wear rabber or oil cloth- 
ing here. This town of Juneau is 
on the mainland. The two largest 
quartz mills are on Douglas Island. 
The Treadwell mill runs 160 
stamps. Their gold lode is 600 
feet wide. The mountains are 
from 4,000 to 5,000 feet high, and 
all the canyons have large glaciers, 
I viewed one six miles in length— 
twelve miles up the bay. The sun 
sets here at 3p. M. and rises at 9 
A.M. Times are duller here than 
in any California town I can think 
of. In winter all the idle men go 
to Puget ‘sound. The wind has 
been blowing terribly for four 
days, and I have abided most of 
that time by my stove. The mail 
steamer comes to visit us once a 
month, and it is with great anxiety 
I look for it. I am 700 miles from 
Portland.— Juneau Corr. 


Russian Frontier Forces, 


Brriiy, Jan. 19.—The Militar 
Wochenblatt publishes with au- 
thority a reply to the Znvalia 
Russe’s late comparisons ef the 
frontier forces. It says that au- 
thentic estimates of effectives sta- 
tioned on the frontier provinces of 
Austria, Russia and Germany, 
show that Russia has 315,500 men 
and 160 field-guns;Germany 98,200 
men and 338 field-guns, The Woch- 
enblatt next compares the military 
situation on the Russian side of 
the frontier with that on the Ger- 
man side, taking the forces within 
the territories of about equal area. 
The Russians have 123,275 men, 
24,198 horses and 711 guns of all 
kinds, while Germany has only 
$1,714 men, 14,520 horses and 238 
guns. The garrison of Warsaw, 
consisting of 200,000 men, 300 
horses and 50 field-guns, is con 
trasted with the garrison of Goen- 
igsburger, consisting of 7,700 men, 
1,400 horses and 50 field-guns, 
and the garrison of Breslau, with 
5,000 men. 1,160 horses and 82 
field-pieces. 


Should Come to Oregon. 


Clearly, if the winters in the 
eust continue to become 
murderous, the people who still 
live there will have to make 
fitting preparations to  with- 
stand them, Isolated shanties on 
the prairies will have to be aban- 
doned. When a school teacher 
and sixteen children can be frozen 
to death in one place, and three 
hundred people can perish in a 
single storm, it is time to adapt 
the mode of life suited to the en- 
vironment. The Yakuts in Sibe- 
Tia, who live where the ground 
freezes three hundred feet deep 
and never thaws, even in summer, 
except for a few feet on top, man- 
age to survive a cold that would 
be considered respectable even in 
Dakota. The rural inhabitants of 
the northwest should cluster in 
little farm villages, solidity built, 
and before the beginning of win- 
ter they should lay in supplies of 
fuel and provisions suflicient to 
carry them through at least a three 
months’ siege. Then, when the 
blizzard comes3 not one should stir 
out of the house until it is over.

The one sing!e object of the act 
known as the “railway lease bill,” 
passed by the legislature of Ore- 
gon at the last session was to au- 
thorize the O. R. & N. company to 
lease their lines to the Union Pa- 
cific. It was represented that the 
consolidation of the Union Pacific 
and the O, R. & N, lines into a 
single system would be an excell- 
ent thing for Oregon, since it 
would give the state a continuous 
line across the continent under a 
single management, and moreover 
would enlist the powerful Union 
Pacific in the work of developing 
a system of logal lines for the Pa- 
cific northwest, in competition 
with the Northern and other roads, 

These arguments were set forth 
by agents of the, Union Pacific and 
O.R.& N. ¢ompanies. Moved 
by them the | angie of Oregon 
enacted the “lease bill.” To the 
terms of that bill the lease of the 
O. R. & N. mast conform. Under 
these terms the Union Pacific may 
take a lease of the O. R. & N., but 
the Northern Pacific cannot. 

It is necessary only to examine 
the act, The act simply extends 
or enlarges the general powers of 
incorporations, within the limits it 
specifies; that is, incorporations 
are authorized by it to exercise 
certain powers they were not au- 
thorized to exercise before. 
These powers are specifically de- 
fined. “In casethe object or pur- 
pose for which any such incorpor- 
ation is incorporated is in whole 
or in part to construct or to con- 
struct and operate a railroad,” 
then this act authorizes such incor- 
poration to “lease any part or all 
of its road to any other company in- 
corporated for the purpose of main- 
taining and operating a railroad, 
and to lease or purchase, maintain 
and operate, any part or all of any 
other railroad constructed by « 
other company, upon such ¢

That Terrible North Coast, 


Say Francisco, Jan. 19.—Vessels 
which arrived in port to-day from Se- 
attle and Tacoma experienced very 
rough weather on their way down. 
‘The Oregon Improyement company’s 
steamer Willamette came near going 
under. Her crew state that they never 
before have made such a rough pas- 
sage between these two ports. 

Soon after the vessel left Seattle 
the weather grew cold and stormy 
and a stiff northwest breeze sprang 
up. Her cargo consisted of 2400 tons 
of coal and some miscellaneous 
freight, and when the water began 
rolling mountain high the Wwéillam- 
ette ro)led with it Out of the sound 
the condition of affairs was still 
worse. The wind rose to a hurricane, 
and the water tossed the vessel about 
like a cork. Sometimes she was al 
most unmanageable, and as she 
would swing around with the current 
abhuge wave would strike her with 
such force that had she not been very 
strongly built her sides would have 
been stove in. Near cape Flattery the 
Willamette was nearly turned over 
on her beam ends. Before she right- 
ed herself she was struck aft, near the 
hatchway, and the upper deck was 
stove in, Heavy timbers snapped 
like straws before the force of the 
waters. 


Young Salmon In The Clackamas, 


State fish commissioner KE. P. 
Thompson visited the fish hatchery 
on Clackamas river Wednesday and 
returned with a jar full of young 
salmon, which were shown to Gov. 
Pennoyer, who, in a recent letter to 
senator Dolph, said there were no 
Chinook salmon in the Clackamas 
river. The governor frankly admit- 
ted that the young fish were genuine 
Chinooks. Among thelot was one 
two-headed fish.

TILLAMOOK OOUNTY. 


| Tittamook, Or., Jan. 9, 1888. 
To the Editor of the Oregonian: 
I see letters from all parts of 
the state, but seldom it is that a 
Tillamooker makes an effort to 
call to attention this part of the 
country. My object is tu cause— 
if possible—some railroad com- 


pany that thinks of earning Asto- 
ria’s generous subsidy to make at 
least a cursory examination of the 
natural advantages for building a 
and 


railroad through Tillamook 

Clatsop counties, beginning at 
point from Albany to. Sheridan, 
thence westerly through the Grande 
Ronde reservation, crossing the 
coust range on or near the line of 
the toll road leading to Nestucea. 
The range is broken by very few 
canyons. The grades and curves 
would, I thing, be very light for a 
mountain road. From the head 
of Alder creek, near Fuqua’s toll 
gate, the line would follow the 
natural watercourses of the coun- 
try, leaving them at no place over 
one-half a mile. The line would 
follow Alder creek to its junction 
with Three Rivers, down Three 
Rivers to the Big Nestucca, up 
the Nestucca to the mouth of 
Beaver creek, up Beaver creek io 
its forks, up the west fork and 
Cedar creek, from the head of the 
west fork of Cedar creek to Tilla- 
mook river. The country is al- 
most level. 

From this point it is a level or 
rolling country for many miles, 
crossing Trask, Wilson and Kilchis 
rivers, thence around the east 
shore of Tillamook bay to the 
Miami river, up this river some 
six miles, thence across the divide 
to Boley creek. This divide 
would probably require a 1 per 
cent. grade, The survey skould 
continue down Foley creek to 
the south fork of the Nehalem 
river’ crossing this river and fol- 
lowing down stream to the north 
fork, up the north fork to Bueh- 
anun’s place, thence across a low 
divide to Lattie, or Nekanikum 
creek, thence down the Kkani- 
kum to the Seaside, thence across 
the Clatsop plains to Astoris 
This route has many advantages 
over any other leading to Astoria; 
first as todistance. Wrom Albany 
to Astoria, by section line via 
Tillamook, it i miles west syd 
110 miles north. From Albury to 
Portland it is 21 miles east snd 
62 miles north; Portland to Asto- 
ria Ww is 48 miles north and 55 
miles west, showing a balance of 
departure of 42 miles in favor of 
the ‘Tillamook route, and the 
alignment would surely be better 
than by way of the Columbia. 

The grades would be very lizht. 
Crossing the coast range would 
require heavier grades for a shorter 
distance than by way of the Co- 
lumbia yet this would be offset by 
the Willamette valley being much 
higher than the Tillamook valleys, 
giving the heavy loads seeking 
deep water the benefit of the down 
grade. The cost of construction 
per mile should be 50 per cent. 
cheaper than by either the Colum- 
bia or Forest Grove routes, as 
there is hardly any rock to con- 
tend with and miles of almost level 
country, 

This would tap the center of 
the grain-producing area of the 
Willamette valley, and would 
solve the problem of grain trans- 
portation to deep water. It would 
also be a direct route und x 
great saving of time and distance 
for any transcontinental road en- 
tering western Oregon at any point 
south of Mount Hood. 

As for the local inducements for 
«railroad, the country 1s settled 
the entire distance, and in ease the 
road should be built, it would 
double the population in a very 
short time. It would make the 
summer resorts (and they would 
be too numerous to mention) eas 

ily accessible for over 100 miles of 
as fine a coast line as this wonder- 
ful northwest can show. 

The road would cross several 
large rivers, all having their 
sources in the Coast mountains, 
and run through one of the finest 
and largest bodies of green timber 
in the state, which to-day is un- 
touched by ax or saw. This vast 
area of timber would all be mace 
tributary to the road, as the rivers 
can easily carry the logs down

known to cover quite a large area. 
Tests of this coal have been made 
and it has been proven to be of 
superior quality. 

Of course there are other reasons 
why some one of the many rail- 
roads now striving for control of 
this northwest country should 
utilize this natural pass; but these 
are enough at present. 

Tillamook county not only of- 
fers great inducements to railroads, 
but also to the mill-man, the 
miner, farmer, dairyman, stock- 
man or bee-keepery This county 
has wonderful resofrees lying dor- 
mant and only awaiting the hand 
of enterprise to develop them. 
The best farming land is being 
tuken at a rapid rate, but there are 
thousands of good timber claims 
yet vacant. Deeded lands are 
cheap as yet, compared to other 
localities. No boom has ever 
reached this part of the country. 

The chief agricultural product 
exporied is butter. The product 
of canned salmon represents more 
money value than any other, two 
canneries packing over 30,000 
cases in 1886. Owing to the light 
run this season, the four canneries 
packed but few more fish than the 
two did last season. The lumber 
industry will outrank all others 
when it is once started. Smith & 
Sons shipped several cargoes of 
100,000 feet and upwards to San 
Francisco this season, having no

‘The Freight Market. 


Saw Franotsco, Jan. 22.—A wheat 
shipper of long experience has this 
to say of the shipping situation; The 
peculiar state of the freight market 
for deep water ships engaged in the 
wheat carrying trade is worthy of 
notice.

But now the situation is reversed. 
The demand in California and the 
Pacific coast for coal, iron, steel, rails 
and cement has become greater in 

~-Fesponse to the increase in population 
and development of manufacturing 
industries. As asequence it will be 
readily seen that the former situation 
with regard to freight is now reversed. 
To- day, ships are being chartered in 
Liverpool and other European ports 
at from eighteen to twenty shillings 
a ton, when in former years they re- 
ceived six to ten shillings, Upon 


arrival-Dere they can obtain from 
cig! in to twenty-five shillings, and 
3 make the round trip at profit- 


able rates, 7 

A large fleet of deep water ships 
arenow due, and will probably be 
chartered at rates varying from eight- 
een to twenty shillings on arrival.

The fish steamer Albatross, which 
will arrive in San Francisco early in 
May, will spend two years on the 
coast, develeping the fishing indus- 
try in all its scientific branches. Al- 
ready several Gloucester fishing 
smacks are on the way to the Pacitic 
coast as pioneers in the new move- 
ment. 

“Unless I greatly mistake,” con- 
eluded Prof. Goode, “they will find it 
a rich and profitable field, and their 
example will be speedily followed by 
scores of others.”

A Boat Railway. 


In the senate of the United 
States, December 12, 1887, sena- 
tor Mitchell introduced the follow- 
ing bill, which was read twice and 
referred to the committee on trans- 
portation routes to the seaboard: 

A bill making an approppria- 
tion for a final survey and esti- 
mates for and the. commencement 
of the construction of a boat rail- 
way around the obstructions to 
navigation at The Dalles and Celi- 
lo Falls, in the Columbia river:-— 

Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the 
United States of America in con-

NATURAL AND NATIVE BORN. 


‘Taenx is the same difference be- 
teveen a natural-born citizen and a 
native-born citizen that there is be- 
tween a cow and an animal. A nat- 
ural-born citizen may be native-born 
or foreign-born. He is one who either 
inherits citizenship from his parents 
or has it conferred by the accident of 
birth. A native-born citizen is one 
born on the soil who may not neces- 
sarily inherit citizenship, but may 
have it conferred upon him by acei- 
dent of birthplace. All persons born 
within the United States and not sub- 
ject to any foreign power (that means 
not among the treaty Indian tribes) 
are native-born citizens of the United 
States. This includes every one, 
without exception—the child of the 
alien mother merely passing in a train 
through a atrip of the United States 
to Canada and the child born to the 
foreign ministers in Washington, It 
does not matter where the child of 
the American citizen is born, he in- 
herits citizenship from his father and 
is a natural-born citizen; but this in- 
heritance is limited to those whose 
parents have at some time resided 
within the United States. 

‘This is a matterevery American cit- 
izen qualified to yote should be posted 
on. It requires only a knowledge of 
who are native-born citizens, and who 
may be naturalized. A child born 
among the treaty Indian tribes is born 
on foreign soil, and the rule holds as 
good asif he were born in Tartary. 
If his parents were citizens, he may 
inherit citizenship; but it is not con- 
ferred by birth. The child of alien 
parents born while in captivity or 
while sojourning with an Indian tribe 
is not a citizen, and can only become 
acitizen by naturalization. (McKay 
va. Campbell, 2 Sawyer, 118.) As nat- 
uralization is limited by law to free 
whites, (Caucasians, the United States 
courts have defined that word to 
mean,) and Africans (woolly-headed 
negroes, not Moors or Berbers, the 
United States courts have defined that 
word as meaning), only the children 
born to Caucasians and negroes among 
the Indian tribes are qualified for nat- 
uralization. The child of a Chinaman, 
Malay, Polynesian, Hindu, ‘artar, 
Moor, Arab, Esquimau or Indian, if 
born anywhere else within the United 
States, is a natural-born and native- 
born citizen, eligible to the presi- 
dency; but if born among the Indian 
tribes he is not a citizen, and no conrt 
has power to naturalize him. 


OUR TITLE TO OREGON, 


Tse original French claim for 
Louisiana embraced “all that terri- 
tory included in the valleys of the 
Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio and Tlli- 
nois.” France never claimed one foot 
of land west of the Rockies. In 1763 
France ceded all of Louisiana east of 
the Mississippi to Great Britain, and 
all west—the Missouri valley and 
west Mississippi basin—to Spain. 
In 1800, by the treaty of St. Ildefonso, 
Spain ceded to France none of its 
own territory, but only Louisiana, “to 
the same extent that it now has in the 
hands of Spain and had when France 
possessed it.” These exact words are 
quoted by France to describe Lonisi- 
ana in the treaty selling it tous, Our 
$15,000,000 bought only “the Missouri 
valley and west Mississippi basin” — 
the exact territory ceded by France to 
Spain in 1763. Spam claimed the whole 
Pacific coast west of the Rockies— 
and neither France nor the United 
States disputed her title north to 42 
and far beyond. Our claim to Ore 
gon “by right of discovery,” in the 
nineteenth century, had no founda- 
tion whatever, and was merely a di- 
plomatic bluff to cheapen the price 
from Spain. No sane man would se- 
riously urge it. We never for one 
moment acknowledged any claim by 
Great Britain to Oregon; but we ac- 
knowledged Spain's and bought out 
Spain’s. The treaty of Florida ceded 
to the United States, for $5,000,000,

THE SALMON HATCHERY. 


F.C. Reed, being interviewed re- 
garding the modus operandi of the 
salmon hatchery and the general hab- 
its of the salmo quinnat, says: 

You begin by catching the old or 
parent fish. From those the spawn 
or eggs are taken and placed in bas- 
kets or boxes, where the fresh water 
of the Clackamas pours through over 
them until they hatch. Every day 
the eggs have to be examined, and the 
dead eggs, which are known by their 
turning white, taken out from among 
the others. After the first hatching, 
they are kept in the hatchery until 
about six weeks old, when they are 
turned into the river to find their 
way, after a time, to the sea. Mr. 
Reed thinks none of them will go to 
the sea before the coming summer, 
but when they do they go for a three 
years’ voyage. And now for the curi- 
ous part of this matter. When a 
young salmon goes to sea, it is said 
by those who have made “salmonol 
ogy” a life study, that it does not re- 
turn to fresh water until three years 
later. They then come back to the 
same stream from which they went to 
sea, and they never return to salt wa- 
ter asecond time. Instead, they pi 
up the stream in which the first wig- 
gled their fins, until they deposit their 
spawn; they then rise higher and 
higher, higher in the atream until the 
water grows shallower and the rifles 
and gravel bars get nearer and nearer 
the surface, when Mr, Chinook gives 
one flippity-flop of his shiny tail and 
one more wiggle of his fins, and “kicks 
the bucket.” Thus this, the noblest 
of fishes, gives up its life thatits race 
may be perpetuated. 

As proof the fact that salmon never 
returns inside of three yeara, it is 
stated that a female fish of this order 
has never been caught in the Colum- 
bia river weighing less than eight 
pounds; also the young fish are 
usually marked by cutting off a piece 
of a fin, something as a farmer would 
mark his hog on the ear, and these 
same marked fish are found to retarn 
three years later; nor are fish thus 
marked ever caught by canners inany 
other stream. The male has some- 
times been found to weigh less, but 
this is accounted for by some theo- 
rists by saying that the male matures 
earlier than the female.

A ORAOK HUNTER. 


He Has Oarried a Gun for Nearly 
Sixty Years. 


Allen Thompson, of Bethlehem, 
N. H.,is one of the remarkable 
characters of northern New En- 
gland. He is now 73 years old, 
and during his career as a hunter, 
trapper, surveyor and guide he 
has acquired a familiarity with the 
White mountains possessed by no 
otber man, 

“[ have lived three days on a 
red squirrel,” he says. While in 
the wilderness he never carried a 
blanket, he says, but at nightfall 
would lie down ona bed of boughs 
wherever he chanced to be, with 
his feet to the fire and his face to 
the ground, and many times on 
waking in the morning he would 
find himself covered with five or 
six inches of snow. He is credit- 
ed with having killed, in the year 
1840, 114 foxes, 88 deer, 6 sables, 
and 7 bears, One year he had 
1,100 sable-traps on a single line 
forty miles long, and a week’s life 
in the wilderness was required for 
him to traverse the line attend to 
the traps and return home. 
‘Twelve years ago he captured the 
lust wolf seen among the mount- 
ains. It tipped the steelyards at 
eighty-four pounds. 

“My real life as a hunter,” he 
said, “began in my seventeenth 
year, when 1 ran away from home 
and joined the Mohawk Indians. 
I spent two years with them, and 
although it was pretty rough some- 
times, they were the happiest years 
of my life. I came-to Bethlehem 
in 1851, the year of the great land 
speculation. ‘This region was then 
only a vast wilderness, and I im- 
mediately began explorations and 
made surveys. Very often when 
T’ve been off on a hunting expedi- 
tion all my matches have become 
wet. You can’t guess what I 
would do in that case. Well, Vil 
tell you. At nightfall I would rip 
out one of my cotton pockets and 
tear the cloth all to shreds. Then 
I would lay the cotion on a dry 
ledge, pour some powder on it and 
pound it with my jackknife. 1 
have had my eyebrows burnt off 
more than once by the flash. 

“When I'm in the woods I nev- 
er use a compass; in fact [ don’: 
need any. There are three sur 
ways I haye for finding the points 
of the compass. You will notice 
that that three-fourths of the moss 
on trees grows on the north side; 
the heaviest boughs on sprace 
trees are always on the south side 
and third the topmost twig of every 
uninjured hemlock tips to the east. 
You just remember these things 
and you'll never get lost. The 
things I must look out for to take 
into the woods ure salt and pork. 
I can catch the rest. I don’t eat 
half as much as some folks do. 1 
always make it a rule to stop eat- 
ing when the victuals taste just as 
good as when I began. The In- 
dians taught me that. I have 
lived for weeks on pariridge and 
trout. I never eat any fancy fix: 
ings; only plain, substantial food 
forme. I’ve used tobacco more 
than sixty years. My practice has 
been to go to bed at dark and get 
up at 3 o'clock. I like to work 
two hours before anybody else is 
out of bed. I never knew what it 
was to be tired till I was 60, and 
my first sickness occurred two 
years ago. 

“The toughest time I ever had 
was one winter day when I went 
out to hunt deer with two dogs. 
Tt was a damp and cold day and 
the snow was two feet deep. Harly 
in the morning the dogs started 
up a deer on Gale creek, then ran 
it over to the Ammonosuc, and 
then clear over to Cherry moun- 
tain, I followed all day and as 
long as I could seo the track. The 
trees were covered with snow and 
my clothes were as wet as if [ had 
been in swimming. My matches 
were all soaked and I tried every 
way to get a fire, but without suc- 
cess. 1 shot my gun into some 
wadding, but even that woulda’t 
catch fire. 1 sat down and soon 
began to get pede 

Knowing that that would never 
do, I got up, and all night long 1 
ran up and down the side of 
Cherry mountain to keep from 
freezing. My clothes were frozen 
stiff, my fingers were benumbed 
with’ eold, and I hadn’t eaten a 
mouthful since 4 o'clock the pre- 
vious morning. I was might 
glad when morning came. 1 fol- 


o’clock in the afternoon, when I 
overtook the deer. It had been 
killed by the dogs. Whipping 
out my jack-knife, I quickly 
skinned the animal, and, shoulder- 
ing the hide, I trudged on, and 
finally came out at the village of 
Whitfield.” 

Thompson’s iron constitution 
and wiry frame resist the ravages 
of time, and he is a crack shot to 
this day.

| particulars of the tragedy at Inde- 


pendence Sunday morning only 
add to the intensity of the horror 
and the revulsion oecasioned by 
the receipt of the first information 
of the event. 

From an examination of physi- 
cians, and partial testimony of the 
mother of the murdered girl, Sym- 
mic Antle, it is learned that for 
vears the brutal stepfather, Wm. 
| Landredth, bas made her the v 
tim of his bestial passion, and there 
is little doubt that the motive of 
the awful crime was the fear that 
his stepdaughter would become a 
mother, or would soon divulge the 
terrifying secret which was the 
burden of her existence. 

The murder was as fiendish in 
conception as it was horrible in 
execation. With a fourteen inch 
knife the inhuman wretch entered 
Symmie’s room Sunday morming, 
a notwithstanding her most 
piercing screams and desperate re- 
sistance deliberately butchered her 
by striking fourteen blows upon 
the body and head. Any one of 
four wounds would have been fa- 
tal. Probably the last entered the 
head jast forward of the right ear 
and penetrated five inches, pass 
ing almost through.

One Hundred Miles of Blockade, 


San Franetseo, Jan. Ow- 
ing to storms which have prevailed 
along the line of the California & 
Oregon voad, railroad officials have 
given orders to discontinue the 
sale of tickets north of Delta, and 
have transmitted an order to Port- 
land preventing the sale of tickets 
south of Ashland. It is thought 
the road will be clear in four days.

ter us, are interested, and should have 
presence in the minds of those who 
disenss and legislate upon this im- 
portant matter. 

‘As our contemporary justly ob- 
serves: “The situation is so serious 
there is no time for experiment.” But, 
owing to the imperfect knowledge of 
the habits of the salmon, all legisla- 
tion regarding its propagation and 
preservation must necessarily be 
somewhat experimental in its effort 
and problematical in its result. 

For instance: The present ‘law, 
making a close season from Saturday 
night to Sunday night in the months 
of April, May, June and July, is pro- 
nounced to be a good one, and yet is 
good only in intent. It is no news to 
many here, but may be to many of 
onr more distant readers, that the 
only effect of the law, when observed, 
is to send the boats a little farther up 
stream for the Sunday night cast. 
Columbia salmon only go on one tide; 
that is, they go up with the flood and 
stop with the ebb. A school or run 
that enters the river will, the next 
tide, be opposite the city, and the 
next twelve hours will be above 
Tongue Point, and so on. With the 
present Sunday law as regards salmon 
fishing strictly and literally enforced 
its only practical effect haz been to 
make the catch of Sunday night and 
Monday thorning unusually larye; the 


fish that were not caught x ay 
night and Sunday have moved just eo 
much further up strear, \ ere 


caught thero in place of ‘nrther 10- 
ward the mouth of tho. r Lvs 
fisherman on the river knows that. 
And while the statement of this fact 
may at first glance appear to furnish 
excellent argument for the adoption 
of the Oregonian’s suggestion regard- 
ing the making every other week a 
close time, yet, mature reflection will 
concede the inutility of the scheme.

THE DUTY ON LUMBER. 


Wasutneton, D. C., January 31.— 
J. HL. Stout, of the Knapp-Stout lum- 
ber company, oue of the largest con- 
cerns in the west, has been here some 
time attending the meetings of the 
executive committee on the improve- 
ment of western water-ways. Mr. 
Stout says the president’s message 
is not liked by the lumbermen of 
Michigan and Wisconsin, but he 
thinks they regard it as almost a 
toregone conclusion that Jumber is to 
go ou the free list. Opinions differ 
much, even among lumber men, he 
says, as to how the lumber interests 
willbe affected. His own view is that 
the change will come bardest on the 
Pacific slope. There the California 
and Oregon lumbermen will suffer 
becanse the removal of the duty will 
throw open the Pacific market to the 
Jumber of British Columbia, cut by 
Chinese cheap labor, and the lumber 
producers of the Pacific states will 
find themselves underbid by the im- 
porters. There is a contingency 
which may affect Wisconein men seri- 
onsly, Mr. Stout says.

sheds and barn doors will bloom 
in the spring with gaudy thirty- 
two sheet posters, representing 
the Kickapoo Indians preparing 1 
over camp fires their wonderful 
herb medicines that cure all ills, 
and traveling troupes of fakirs will 
pitch their tents on the greens, 
give free wild west shows, lure the 
ailing countrymen, and thus get 
them within the reach of the gifted 
lecturer who expounds the merits 
of the nostrums, Preparations for 
the patent medicine campaign are 
being made in the top story of a 
building in West street, and fel- 
lows glib of tongue are being 
hired to travel as talkers with the 
shows. Fifty separate Kickapoo 
companies are thus being fitted 
out, each to consist of six genuine 
Indians, four white performers or 
fakirs and one bill poster, all un- 
der the management of a medicine 
lecturer, The outfit consists of 
a stage, dressing room and doc- 
tor’s tents, Indian tepees, boxes of 
fireworks, pamphlets, circulars and 
hooks of astounding fiction about 
the wonderful medical discoveries 
of the Kickapoos, who are pictured 
in the act of boiling herbs, 
In the left of the big building a 
laboratory is running full blast,

Her unrivaled facilities, 
far beyond any other save Coos, assure 
her of undisturbed operas as lony 
a3 ber timbor supply Jasts. Not far be- 
hind in the matter of shipping facilities 
stands Columbia county, lying upon the 
south bank of the Columbia river, ad- 
joining Clataop on theeast. ‘This county 
1s, generally speaking, a single unbroken 
forest, the best timber lying upon the 
Nehalem, Clatskanie, Beaver and other 
Streams, # great deal of it accessible to 
navigable water, aud none of it very far 
away. ‘he county contains no groat 
elevations, and hence is well adapted for 
road-making, whereby the timber muy ba 
got out cheaply. A great deal of it hus 
been cut already, especially from laud iu 
the vicinity of the steamer landings, such 
as St, Helens, Rainier, etc,, but the log- 
gers have not got far back as yet, al- 
though a number of small mills are 
cated in the interior. About Clatskanie 
some six or seven small mills are located 
running mainly on cedar, which is very 
abundant in that neighborhood and of 
choice quality. The product is mainly 
shipped to Portland by the local stexmers, 
Large quantities of shingles are also 
made there. 

In Columbia and Clatsop, as woll as 
every other county, probably without ex- 
ception, timber land getting has been 
carried on by the wholesale. Nearly u!l 
Joggers and millmen have beon concerned 
in transactions which, if capable of being 
proved, would send them to state's prison 
instanter, It is surprising the amoant of 
trickery, perjury and subordination of 
perjury which the land laws have led 
men into.

Recommending Government Control. 


Wasuinaton, Jan. 31.—The secre- 
tary of war, in response to a senate 
resolution, has sent to the senate a 
voluminous report made by Capt. C. 
Powell and Maj. Wagoner respecting 
the salmon fisheries on the Columbia 
river, and how such fisheries interfere 
with and obstruct the navigation and 
commerce of that waterway. There 
are quite @ number of photographs 
showing different styles of capturing 
salmon, canneries and some of the 
finest specimens of fish. 

The secretary of war concurs in the 
reports of the engineer officers that it 
is inthe mterest of commerce and 
navigation that the general govern- 
ment should have supervision of and 
make proper regulations for the man- 
agement of appliances in uae for the 
capture of salmon on the Oolumbia 
and its tributaries, 

Capt. Powell reports that there are 
a dozen fish wheels below the uncom- 
pleted improvements at the Cascades 
thatdo not now interfere with navig 
tion, but that when the improvements 
are completed they will tend to shoal 
the waters of the river, It is recom- 
mended that the fixed parts of these 
fish wheels be removed. Traps and 
pound nets cause shoaling of the wa- 
ters, 

Salmon seines used near Astoria do 
not interfere either with navigation 
or tend to cause the formation of 
bars, but in the fishing season gill 
nets set across the stream often in- 
terfere with the passage of steamers 
and sailing vessels.

Capital Punishment, 


The report of the New York 
commission appointed by the legis- 
lature to report the most humane 
and practical method known to 
modern science of carrying into 
effect the sentence of death has 
been transmitted to the legislature. 
It recommends the death of the 
culprits by electricity. In regard 
to the advantages of electricity the 
commission says: The application 
may be made without injury to the 
officials. The place for its use 
may be strictly private. The elec- 
tric shock cannot produce a sensa- 
tion which can be perceptible to 
the criminal. ‘The velocity of the 
current is so great that the brain 
is paralyzed. 

The commission recommends that 
a chair with a head and a foot rest 
could be used in which the con- 
demned man could be seated in a 
half reclining position. One wire 
could be connected with the head 
rest and the other with the foot 
rest which would be a metal plate. 
The electric current could be sup 
plied by the electric light wire. 
The commission recommends that 
the date of the execution be made 
uncertain, so that the criminal 
may uot know what day he is to 
die, and that the corpse go to the 
doctors or to a nameless grave 
without religious rites, and the 
newspapers be forbidden to des- 
cribe the exccution

“Itcompares the port expenses of 
the W. #*. Babeock, which sailed from 
~acoma on the 18th ult., with 73,033 
centals wheat, wilh the presumed ex- 
penses of a veasel of the same tonnage, 
"which enters the Columbia river and 
partially loadsat Portland, to the great 
disadvantage of the Columbia river; 
the W. #, Babcoc expenses being 
$2,059.25, while the Oregonian figures 
the same veasel’s expenses at specific 
‘rates would in the Columbia haye 
amounted to $6,105, a large and mor- 
tifying discrepancy in apparent ina- 
bility of competition with the Sound. 

The Uregonian justly says that the 
chief difference lies in the charge for 
towage, pilotage and lighterage, and as- 
serta that it is through the O. R. & N, 
Co, that the needful reduction must 
be made. Stsays with equal justice 
that wheat off the Columbia bar must 
bo made as cheap as wheat off Cape 
Flattery—a slight modification of Tae 
Asrorray’s platform that wheat afloat 
at Astoria should rate the same as 
wheat afloat at San Francisco. 

Disenssion of this question, so im- 
portant to Astoria and Portland, is 
naturally affected by the point of 

-view. The Oregonian looks at it 
from a Portland standpoint: Tar 
Asrorran us affecting Astoria and 
what we believe to be the real merits 
of the case. 

Tt may be said, en passant, that the 
Oregonian’s figures as regards the 
Columbia river are subject to some 
modification. Tt puts down “bar tow- 
age, in and out,” at $1,000. The con. 
tract price for a vessel of that class is 

$620: it puts the bar pilotage at $352: 
asa matter of fact, it is $502: it puts 
the river towage at $400: on a vessel 
of 1,800 tons burthen the river towage 
would be $585: it puts the river pilot- 
age at $158: on such a vessel it would 

"be $124, So far as bar figures are 
concerned it appears thatthe charges 
would be $922 instead of $1,352, as 
the Oregonian figures it. 

Further along our contemporary 
figures discharging ballast at 75 cents 
a ton, forgetting or ignoring the fact 
that 35 cents of that is for hauling 
the ballast away. It puts the loading 
at 50 cents, when everyone knows that 
10 cents of that is for carrying it in 
wheelbarrows the length of the ware- 
honse, It puts lighterage at $1,400, 
when, as ‘Taz Asrontan long ago 

_ showed, there would be a profit in 
lightering 1,200 tons, even under the 
present system, for $600, It quotes 

_ “brokerage” at $15, when it could with 
more aceuracy be quoted here at $5. 

However, it is not our purpose to 
carp at the Oregonian’s figures. The 
Oregonian's intent is evidently to

to competition in grain shipping and 
the relative cost to shippers, and the 
figures it gives furni at their 
worst, or best, grave © for com- 
ment and ingniry.

have no “interests here, their profits 
go elsewhere, and the commerce of 
the Columbia is fieeced that SanF'ran- 
cisco dividends may be plethoric, 

As to the pilotage, the fact that the 
Washington Territory legislature did 
what it did and adjourned yesterday 
makes disenssion on that head wi- 
necessary, 

The Columbia bar pilots do not 
average over $100 a month apiece. 
They earn their money: if anyone 
can do the work for less he hes not 
thus far appeared. If six men could 
do the work now divided among six- 
teen probably it need not cost so 
much; but with the system, labored so 
long for and now a fixture, the matter 
is liable to obtain. 

Tn point of location, as a geograp)i- 
eal parallel, Portland is to Astoria as 
Sacramento to San Francisco, and 
however unwillingly Portland may 
admit 1t, itis to Astoria that the wheat 
must be brought for deep sea foreign 
transfer if it be desired to keep auch 
transfer on the Columbia river. 

A Massacuuserrs journal declares 
that all eastern wool manufacturers 
would openly advocate free wool if 
they were not afraid of the opposition 
of the wool growers to the duty on 
manufactures of wool. This state- 
mentis probably correct, and it im- 
plies no reflection on either the con- 
sistency or the good sense of the wool 
grower. His right to all the protee- 
tion which the tariff can give is as 
clear and indefeasible as that of the 
man who converts the wool into cloth, 
yarn or blankets.

|A GALL PROM THE NORTHWEST. 


Large Appropriations Necessary to Se- 
cure Needed Surveys of Public Lands. 


From a letter of the commis- 
sioner of the general land office to 
the secretary of the interior, trans- 
mitted to the senate on the Ist, the 
following is taken. They are the 
words of the commissioner: 

‘The surveyor-general of Wash- 
ington Territory, in a letter dated 
August 1, 1887, states that there 
are now on file in his office appli- 
cations said to be from bona fide 
settlers, for the survey of forty- 
eight townships—thirty-five in the 
western and thirteen in the eastern 
part of this district. According to 
these applications, there are from 
five to one hundred Settlers in each 
township, who are occupying and 


improving lands for agricultural 
purposes. In some of these town- 


ships extensive improvements have 
been made in clearing land, erect- 
ing substantial, permanent homes 
and baras, building school houses, 
cutting out county roads, postof- 
fices established, etc. Settlers are 
complaining of many inconvenien- 
ces on account of their indefinite 
locations as well as uncertainties 
in regard to holding their several 
and particular traets of land. 

All lands embraced in the appli- 
cation for surveys in Western 
Washington are heavily timbered 
lands, and there is not a township 
unsurveyed west of the Cascades 
that is not more or less heavily 
timbered. ‘Those portions pre- 
empted and taken for agricultural 


purposes, besides being heavily 
timbered, are covered witha thick 


and almost impenetrable under- 
growth of brush, vines, etc., mak- 
ing it the most difficult and expen- 
sive surveying of any lands in the 
territory. Timber in the bottont 
lands is said to be valued for com 
mercial purposes. 

N y all the unsurveyed lands 
in Eastern Washington are also 
heavily timbered, not, however, so 
dense, nor with such thick under: 
growth as in the western part of 
the territory. 

The surveyor-general says that 
from his own personal knowledge 
he is satisfied that the augnmnuted 
rates provided in section 2405, 
vised statutes, are not more than 
sufficient to cover

in Western Washington and leo ve 
a small balance fora deputy. — It 
is claimed that in many instances 
a deputy sur 
ey on his contract, even at these 
rates, unless he was uided by the 
settlers. 

In a letter dated December 20, 
1887, the surveyor-general of 
Washington territory states that 
he is convinced that no less than 
125 townships in his district should 
be surveyed at once, and estimates 
the cost at $125,000, He states 
that the increased rates in the es- 
timates of his office for the ensu- 
ing fiseal r, viz.: $16 for town- 
ship and $7 for section lines, are 
less than the work can be done for 
in the rough and heavily timbered 
country in his district, and recom 
mends that the augmented rates 
provided by 2,405 of the revised 
statutes may be allowed. 

The surveyor-general also ree- 
ommends an appropriatiation of 
$15,000 for clerical ices in his 
office, and $25,000 for contingent 
expenses, 

This officer regards the jimiting 
of rates by the acts appropriating 
money for surveying public lands 
for the specific fiscal year as in ef- 
fect suspending the operations ot 
sections 2,404 and 2.405 of the re- 
vised statutes, and has not felt au

Not a European Sovereign Who Be- 
longs to the Nation He Governs, 


A recent historical authority in 
the Paris Matin shows it to bea 
fact that not a single one of the 
ruling sovereigns of Europe is a 
native of the country over which 
he rules, or at least his family did 
not have its origin in that country. 
In Austria the house of Hapsburg 
had its origin in the canton of Ar- 
govie, in Switzerland. The male 
line became extinct in 1740, and 
Maria Theresa, the last of the 
Hapsburg, married Francis, duke 
of Lorraine, who became the foun- 
der of the present ruling house— 
that is, the Franco-Swiss family of 
Hapsburg Lorraine. It is not an 
Austrian who is emperor of Aus- 
tria, nor a Hungarian who is king 
of Hungary. Louis Philippe Ma- 
rie Victor Leopold, king of the 
Belgians, duke of Saxony, prince 
of Saxe Coburg and Gotha, is a 
German. Christian IX, king of 
Denmark, belongs to the house of 
Holstein, an ancient state in the 
German confederation. The king 
of Spain descended from the fam- 
ily of Anjou-Bourbon, an old 
French house. The queen of 
England (house of the Guelphs in 
Brunswick-Luneburg) is a pure- 
blooded German. George J, king 
of the Greeks, is a representative 
of the house of Schleswig-Holstein- 


Sonderberg-Gluchsburg. He was 
born at Copenhagen, Homer, 
Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, Al- 


cibiades, Themistocles, and Per- 
icles vever foresaw such an ac- 
cident. Leonidas, perhaps, would 
have preferred Xerxes. The king of 
Italy, with all respect to him, isa 
Savoyard, The house of Savoy is 
one of the oldest reigning houses 
in Europe, but it is not an Italian 
who rules over Italy. William ILI, 
king of the Netherlands, belongs 
to the excellent fumily of Orange 
Nassau, which had one foot in 
Vanclore and the other in Weis- 
baden, but the king of Holland is 
not a Dutchman. The Hohenzol 

ferns are originally from Swabia, 
which is a country of a mixed pop 
ulation, Bavarian and Swiss. The 
king of Prussia is not. an onginal 
Prussian. Charles I of Roumunia 
is also a Hohenzollern, but not» 
Roumanian. The ezar, the grea’ 
emperor of the North, is from tiv 

Danish family of Holstein-Gor 
torp. He only descended frow 
the Romanoffs through the elder 
daughter of Peter the Great, who 
married Fredrick, a pure blooded 
Dane. The Romanoffs  them- 
selves are a Prussian family, who 
happened to establish themselves 
at Moscow. The emperor of Russia, 
therefore, is not an original MRus- 
sian. Oscar I, father of the rul 

ing king of Sweden and Norway, 
made an excellent marriage in es- 
pousing Desiree Clary, who be- 
longed toa family very well known 
at Marseilles. He is then neither 
Swede nor Norwegian.

My foxy 
quaintanee was afonny youth. | suspect 
that he is a brother of the ‘Tawoua 
“boomer” who, when Lin his presence at 
Tacoma regretted that the sinoke hunz 
over Commencement Bay and prevented 
my seeing Mount ‘Tacoma, gazed rather 
Teproachfully above for an instant, and 
then said ina tono that actually sorrowed 
over my ignorance: “We like to see the 
smoke. It shows that the farmers sre 
barning brush and clearing up thev 
Jand.” I could have hugged bim 
that most delightfal and original 
The smoke extended from the Pacilic 
coast to the eastern base of the Rocky 
Mountains, Farmers burning brush, iu- 
deed! I should say so, and I saw their 
fires burning on thousands of acres of 
forest land. Yes, 1 am satisfied that the 
Wardner rustler and the ‘'acoma boomer 
are full brothers. 

The discovery that the location of a 
town had nothing to do with a real estate 
excitement which raged in it rather 
staggered me at first. But I soon ba- 
came accustomed to that fact. A collec

sport when Larrived and make my visit 
unpleasant—where a local association— 
T beg pardon, a looal syndicate—bought 
eighty acros of low-lying land, which was 
justly famous for bountiful crops of sun- 
flowers. The syndicate had the property 
surveyed and plotted, and then added to 
the town as an addition, Then it was 
turned over to a realestate rustler to sell. 
He looked at the plot attentively. He 
thought profoundly for a few minutes, 
then he tapped his nose threo times with 
hia index fingor and murmured to his 
clerk, whom he alleges is “no slouch at 
spotting a tenderfoot,” ‘‘I hayo it,” 
walked out of his office whistling geyly.

REDUCED FREIGHT RATES. 
Torn By An Infuriated Lion, 


Tho Striking Miners Of The Shenan- 
doah, 


Ontoaco, Ill, Feb, 4.—-Tho war in 
freight rates instituted by the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad is 
the one topie discussed in railroad 
circles, It has made a cut of two 
cents on all classes of freight to the 
Missouri river points to-day, and fol- 
lowed it up later with an additional 
cut of one-half a cent on first class 
and three cents on second class.

A NEW CHANNEL 


Making Through Peacock Spit Past Cape 
Hancock. 


For sometime indications have been 
that a new channel was making 
through Peacock Spit, and within 
400 yards of the cape, and yesterday, 
at low tide, Capt. Al. Harris and the 
life crew mado soundings, showing 
that there is a channel close to the 
cape as formerly. 

When bound out, the first cast of 
the lead, NE. by N., bearing Seaborg's 
mess house, gave 22 feet, the second 
24 feet, the third and fourth 24 feet, 
the fifth 18 feet, opened lighthonse 
and trees on MeKenzie’s head, the 
sixth 18 feet, the seventh 16, the 
eighth 15, the ninth 15, the tenth 16, 
opened lighthouse and trees on North 
head, the eleventh, at 10 A. at, 15 feet, 
the twelfth 1444, thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth casts, 15 feet, the 
sixteenth and seventeenth, 16 feet, 
eighteenth 15, nineteenth 16, twenti- 
eth and twenty-first 17, twenty-second 
19, twenty-third and twenty-fourth 18, 
twenty-fifth 20, twenty-sixth 19, twen- 
ty-seventh and twenty-eighth 22, 
twenty-ninth 18, thirtieth 20, thirty- 
first and thirty-second 23, thirty- 
third 25. 

Bound in, NE. battery and reserva- 
tion, Capt. Harris found, first cast of 
lead, 19 feet, 2nd and 8d, 20, 4th to 
15th, 15 to 18 feet; 10:30 a, m., at 16th 
cast, trees on North head shut in, 20 
feet; at 22nd cast of lead, 23 feet was 
found, trees on McKenzie’s head shut 
in.

The New W. T, Pilot Law. 


The new W. T. pilot law, approv- 

ed last Thursday, has the following ! 
among its provisions: 

No vessel engaged in the coasting 
trade is required to take a pilot. Fees 
from the open sea to Astoria or 
Knappton are $8 per foot for firat 
twelve feet and $10 for each foot over 
twelve. Ifa pilot is taken on within 

the bar and not above Sand island, 
half pilotage; if aboye Sand island, 
quarter pilotage, but no ship bound in 

shall be required to pay _pilotage un- 

less a pilot shall have offered his ser- 

vices. Bar pilots must keepa good 
seaworthy boat or boats of not less 

than sixty-five tons, and crnise out- 

side the bar unless prevented by bad 

weather. Pilots must be American 

citizens over 21, of temperance habits, 
with experience as navigators and 
tical knowledge of currents, tides, 

ces, bearings, ete., a bar pilot 
se not to be issued to. owner or 
mployee of owner of steam tugs, and 
it is unlawfal for any bar pilot to be 
interested in such tug in the capaci- 
ty of bar pilot, under penalty of for- 
feiture of license. Any master may 
pilot bis vessel in, but he shall pay 
to the pilot who first offered his ser- 
vices half pilotage. The following 
classes of vessels are excepted: Whal- 
ers and fishers and vessels engaged 
in coasting trade on the coast.

SAVING A BIG HOTEL, 
Placing the Brighton Beach Hotel on 
Wheels to Save It From Drowning. 

Beginning at one end of the ho- 
tel, piles twenty feet long have 
beeu driven into the earth ina line 
parallel with the outer wall. Hach 
pile is distant from the other about 
ten feet. Then by the side of the 
first line of piles another line was 
driven, The tops of all are on a 
level. The plan is to place these 
parallel lines of piles over all the 
ground beneath the hotel, and 
then lay beams upon them, upon 
which may be placed steel rails. 
In this way between twenty-four 
and thirty pare of tracks will be 
constructed beneath the house. 
This number will be necessary be- 
cause the hotel is between 400 and 
500 feet long. The tracks of steel 
rails will be laid not only all the 
width of the hotel, which at some 
parts is 120, feet deep and at oth- 


ers 150 feet, but will reach back to 
the rear about 500 feet. 

When the tracks are all in place 
“massive frame work will be at- 
tached to the floor of the first 
story. The beams of the floor will 
be bound together by other beams 
and an immense platform will be 
built downward from the floor. 
Trucks, such as are used for heavy 
freight cars, will be placed on the 
rails, and upon these trucks, which 
will all be fastened together, will 
be built a kind of platform extend- 
ing up.to the platform built down- 
ward from the floor. Then the 
brick foundation walls upon which 
at present the house rests, will be 
knocked away, and the immense 
Brighton hotel, four stories high, 
with gables and jutting roofs, with 
extension rooms and broad, long 
piazzas, the whole structure 500 
feet long and 150 feet wide, will 
rest on the car trucks, 

If the ocean does not sweep away 
the foundation walk and tumble 
the hotel down on the heads of the 
men who are driving the piles and 
laying the railway tracks, and if 
the plan of turning the big hotel 
into an immense car succeeds, 
the next step will be to move the 
house back from the shore. ‘Todo 
this will be needed six or seven 
or more heavy locomotiv Th 
will be placed at inter 
the rear wall, and thick iron chain~ 
will harness them to the plat 
of trucks. The chains wil! 1: 
cris-cross in such a way thar t 
pulling strain from the locomotives 
will be distributed evenly. ‘Then 
the word will be given and the 
steam turned on, and the hotel wii! 
start on its journey 500 feet away. 
The men in charge of the operation 
expect that it will take a month to 
finish all the preparations, and in 
the meantime some of the details 
of their plan may have to be 
changed. One thing they greatly 
fear is the possibility of the ocean 
knocking the hotel to pieces before 
they get ready to move it

Possibilities of the Near Futura, 


A contemporary indulges in the 
following suppositions in what we 
may be likely to witness in the 
way of progress in the near future:

Sm Jonny Macponaup says that the 
report of the fishery commission hay- 
ing submitted a draft of the treaty to 
the United States executives, was 
without a word of foundation, as the 
commission would sit atleast ten days 
more, The government had received 
no intimation that the commissioners 
had agreed to submit certain ques- 
tions for arbitration. He does not in- 
dicate any hope of a satisfactory set- 
tlement being reached, and the Do- 
minion government is greatly embar- 
rassed and disappointed in the result. 


M. ve Lesszrs’ Panama canal 
scheme received a severe blow last 
week when the French ministers unan- 
imously decided to refuse his applica- 
tion for authority to issue lottery 
loans to aid in the construction of the 
canal. As a result of this action Pan- 
‘ama canal shares fell off considerably 
onthe bourse. M. de Lesseps, how- 
ever, does not appear to have been 
particularly discouraged by this ac- 
tion of the ministers. As a counter 
movement he immediately issued a 
cireular in which he declared that he 
was prepared to appeal directly to the 
public with a class of bonds giving 
the fullest guarantees. He gave no- 
tice, also, that he declined to accept 
the government's decision in the mat- 
ter of the lottery, on the ground that 
to do so would be to acquiesce in all 
the “calumnies” against the canal, 
and he urged the shareholders to 
request the deputies for their respec- 
tive districts to bring the matter be- 
fore the chamber for a full public in- 
quiry. This counter-action of M. de 
Lesseps has had the effect of sending 
up the shares again, but there can be 
no doubt that his position is weak in 
the extreme.

Mr, Stone was 
seen by an Oregonian reporter. to 
whom he said: “The poliey of the 
United States fish commission bas 
always been to work in hurmony with 
the state fish commissioners and 
neyer to antagonize. My object is to 
co-operate with the state commission- 
ers for the purpose of increasiuy the 


of the coast. The capacity of the 
Clackamas river hatchery is not large 
enough for all purposes. It should 
pnt at least 10,000,000 young salmon 
iu the Oolumbia river every year 
whereas it does not put over 1,000,000 
or 2,000,000. Concerning a hatchery 
on the Columbia but little can be 
said at present. If a suitable place 


be conducted economically and pro- 
duce a large number of young fish I

LOSS OF THE “ ABEROORN,” 
A Total Wreck Above Damon's Point, 


— 
Went Ashore North of Gray's Harbor 
And Only Three Eacaped. 


At2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
the following telegram was received 
at this office: 

“Portiann, Feb. 6.—Captain Char- 
Jey Johnson reported lost on ship 
Abercorn, at Gray's harbor: three 
men saved.” 

A few minutes after a dispatch was 
received saying that the Abercorn 
was a total wreck off Chehalis Point, 
at Gray's harbor, and that two men 
and a boy were all that were saved, 

‘The news rapidly spread and occa- 
sioned considerable excitement, At 
4:30 the mail arrived, bringing the 
News with the following regarding 
the disaster: 

“J. N, Lane, one of the proprietors 
of a cigar factory in San Francisco, 
arrived yesterday from Gray’s harbor. 
He brought with him the most start- 
ling intelligence that a British bark 
was wrecked on Chehalis Point on 
the south side of the entrance to 
Gray’s harbor, on the morning of the 
2d of February, and out of the twenty- 
seven souls on board only tbree were 
rescued to tell the sad story of the 
awful disaster that befell them. 

“Mr. Lane heard the story second- 
handed at Hoquiam, a small town on 
Gray's harbor. He thought the ves- 
sel was the British bark Abercorn, 
1,262 tons, which left Maryport, Eng- 
land, on September 21st, with rail- 
road iron for the O. R. & N. Go. He 
was not certain about the name, how- 
ever. The vessel arrived off the 
mouth of the Columbia river about 
the Ist of February, took on board a 
pilot, but owing to a strong gale of 
wind and heavy sea which prevailed, 
was unable to cross the bar. The 
bark was driven north by the wild 
waves and head winds, and finally 
struck on Chehalis Pointearly on the 
morning of the 2d. About 9 o’clock 
on the same morning the Indians dis- 
covered the yessel a short distance 
from the shore. She was ina fearful 
plight. Thesails were nearly all gone, 
and the rigging torn and shattered. 

“The vessel was being fearfully 
racked by the heavy surf which pre- 
vails at that point. The Indians 
bravely put out in their frail boat and 
succeeded in rescuing two sailors and 
an apprentice boy aged 9 years. A 
second trip was attempted by the In- 
dians, but just as the frail boat got 
close to the doomed bark a huge wave 
engulfed her and swept all on board 
off to a watery grave. 

“The captain of the bark was the 
last to sucenmb to the frown of the 
fierce storm. The vessel with her 
ctrgo is a total loss. 

“The three survivors of the ill-fated 
bark were taken to Hoquiam and 
cared for, 

They gave a thrilling acconnt of 
the manner in which their twenty- 
four companions lost their tives. 
They reported that the captain dis- 
tinguished himself by his bravery 
during the trying scene. At last ac- 
counts the vessel had been completely 
broken to pieces by the surf and 
nothing was left but a few pieces of 
wreckage of what had but a few hours 
before ben a noble vessel. 

“This makes the third vessel that 
has been wrecked in this vicinity in 
the past two years. Our informant 
got his particulars from a third party 
and did not make any notes of them, 
he supposed the news had reached 
rtland long before he could get 
here. Therefore he did not take any 
particular pains to remember them. 
He came from Gray’s_ harbor to 
Olympia, and thence to Portland.” 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Shortly after, Alf. D. Bowen, of the 
Journal, came over from Oysterville 
and said that he had a meager ac- 
count of it from the master of the 
steamer South Bend, who got to Oys- 
terville last Sunday from Gray's har- 
bor, where he and Al. Stream had 
been last Friday, and who reported 
that the Abercorn went ashore on 
the morning of Monday, January 
30th, in a thick fog, it being a dead 
calm at the time; that she struck five 
miles north of Damon's Point, which 
is seven miles north of the north en- 
trance to Gray’s harbor; that the In- 
dians saved two men and a boy, and 
everybody else and everything else 
was lost. 

‘The sands at that place are bard as 


:|iron: the supposition that if the ves- 


sel went on in shoalwater, as reported 
via Oysterville, that the swell which 
always prevails there lifted her and 
thumped her beavily on those sands, 
and that with the great weight of 
railroad iron in her caused ber to 
break and go to pieces almost imme- 
dintely. 

It is positively stated that the 
weather was thick and foggy, and 
that there was no wind; if so, it must 
have been the swell that sent her 
hard on. 

It was impossible last night to get 
any detailec 
disaster, TH 
to Portland for particulars, but could 
get nothing further, and the most au- 
thentic account comes by way of 
Oysterville, as briefly related. 

Mr, Bowen was told positively that 
the pilot was drowned but there is a 
possibility that pilot Johnson may be 
one of two men saved, though it is 
but a forlorn hope, for if he were 
alive he would have sent some mes- 
riet the anxiety of his wife 


It is a terrible catastrophe and

HOW AIR-BRAKES WORK, 


Said a rail-road man to me to- 
day: “I'll bet not one in 100 of 
the people who travel on rail-road 
trains understand how the press- 
ure of wir is used to apply the 
brakes toa train. When the air- 
brake wos first invented the air 
was turned into the cylinder under 
each car when the cars wore to be 
stopped, and the pressure » 
erted to force the brakes up a 
the whorls, But at the present day 
the brakes are held against the 
wheels by springs awd the air is 
turned into the cylinders to push 
the brtkes away from the wheels 
us long as the ‘train is in motion. 
When it is desired -to stop the 
train the air is let out, and then 
the springs apply the brakes and 
stop the train. [Phis last method 
of upplying air pressure has great 
advantage over ihe old way on 
the score of safety. Wheneveran 
accident happens toa train, one 
of the first effects it is apt to have 
is to raptare the air-pipes lead- 
ing from the exwine to the cylin- 
ders under the cars, and that of 
itself stops the train instantly, It 
very important for everybody to 
unde id this matter, because a 
child five years old can stopa train 
in thirty seconds, from any ear in 
the train, if he simply understands 
how, You will see, if you look for it, 
that there is a sort of a rope pro- 
jecting from the toilet-room of 
every car, If you catch hold of 
it and give it a little jerk it will 
stop the train before it has gone 
200 yards."—Chicago Journal.

THE JUINT LEASE. 


The Gontract Between the Four Rail- 
road Companies, 


The contract between the Ore- 
gon Railway & Navigation com- 
pany, the Oregon Short Line Rail- 
way company, the Union Pacific 
Railway company and the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad company, 
known as the Oregon Navigation 
lease, is a very long document, 
full of legal verbiage and compli- 
cation, The effect of it is to lease 
the O. R.& N. Co. to the other 
three companies for a term of 
ninety-nine years, It begins by 
reciting the fact that the Oregon 
Navigation company leased all its 
property to the Oregon Short Line 
on January 1, 1887, including rail- 
roads, steamships, wharves, ware- 
houses, telegraphs, real estate, ete., 
and that the Union Pacific com- 
pany became a party to the lease, 
and guaranteed the performance 
of the obligations of the Short 
Ling company. 

It being deemed beneficial to all 
the companies that the Northern 
Pacific should become a party to 
the lease, the three original par- 
ties agreed that the Short Line 
should grant to the Northern Pa- 
cific an undivided one-half of all 
its right and title to the lease, sub- 
ject to two or three modifications. 
The Short Line agrees to make 
schedules of all the property of 
the Oregon Navigation company 
by July 1, 1888, and mark all 
rolling stock Oregon Railway & 
Navigation company. The Short 
Line 2 agrees to pay one-half of all 
the rents and charges, and the 
Northern Pacific agrees to do like- 
wise, and the Union Pacific con- 
tinues to be the guarantor of the 
Short Line company. The lease 
provides that the Northern Pacific 
shall have charge of the country 
north of Snake river. To this end 
the Northern Pacific gets posses- 
sion of the Columbia & Palouse 
railroad. 

The leased company will be in 
charge of two agents and an audi 
tor and treasurer appointed by the 
presidents of the Short Line com- 
pany and the Northern Pacific 
company, who shall appoint a gen- 
eral manager. In case of disagree- 
ment on any question, the presi 
dents of the Short Line, the Nort' 
ern Pacific and the Oregon Nav: | 
gation shall act as arbitr 
settle the dispute. After provii 
ing for the expense the 
manager of the Oregon Navigation 
shall remit one-half of the balance 
of the revenue to the treasurer of 
the Short Line and one-half to the 
treasurer of the Northern Pacific. 
The officers of the leased company 
can be removed by the written or- 
der of either the president of the 
Short Line or the Northern Pacific 
on ten days’ notice. If the North- 
ern Pacific shall default in its pay- 
ments under the lease for thirty 
days the Short Line company shall 
enter upon all the property of the 
leased company and the Northern 
Pacific company interest in the 
lease shall cease. If the Union 
Pacific and Short Line default the 
Northern Pacific may enter upon 
the property of the leased compa- 
ny and hold it solely to its own 
use. 

In view of the doubt as to the 
legal ability of the Northern Paci- 
fic and Union Pacific to enter upon 
the obligations they assume, it is 
agreed that when such inability is 
ascertained by “competent final 
judicial authority” the lease shall 
be at an end as faras the ineligible 
company is concerned, but no lia- 
bility shall attach to the Northern 
Pacific in consequence of such dis- 
ability on the part of the Union 
Pacific. In case the Northern Pa- 
cific is not legally competent, “the 
Short Line company may, atits op- 
tion, declare this indenture at an 
end so far as the Northern Pacific 
company is concerned,” and the 
Short Line company shall then 
have sole control of the property, 
and the original lease with the 
Oregon Navigation will be in 
force. If there be no disability 
discovered on the part of any of 
the principals for ten years it is 
agreed that they shall all be con- 
sidered competent. It is further 
provided that the Oregon Naviga-

Tn all its arguments, the Oregonian 
on this subject appears in the light of 
an advocate. 

We ask it to give its attention to a 
forgotten factor—the producer. We 
ask it to rise to the existing require- 
ments, to the higher plane of the 
needs and demands of the day, and, 
ceasing to be the specious pleader for 
the shipper, to look around a wider 
horizon—that which is best for the 
commonwealth.

THE LOST ABERCORN, 


Rat Little Hope of any Farther 
Survivors, 


Parties from Gray’s Harbor report 
substantially the same regarding the 
wrooked bercorn, a8 appeared yes- 
terday morning. It is now apparent- 
ly positive that Pilot Chas, Johnson, 
of this city, waa drowned and shared 
the seme fate as his twenty-three un- 
fortunate companions. Muchsympa- 
thy is expreased for the young wife 
and hia loss in deeply regretted by a 
large cirele of friends and acquaint. 
ances. 

A dispatch from Aberdeen, via 
Olympia, dated the 6th, says that the 
Abercorn after taking,the pilot “was 
blown ont to sea and mh the storm and 
thick weather which followed the pi- 
lot lost his bearings. At daylight on 
the 30th a sea-otter hunter, Charles 
McIntyre, and some Indians saw 
them, but, as they had no boat, could 
not help them. little after noon 
the vessel broke up? 

MeIntyre and the Indians made 
desperate efforts to save the drown- 
ing men, nobly risking their lives in 
the surf time and again, but were 
able to save only two men and the 
cabin-boy, who was unconscious for 
ten hours after being rescued.” 

Pilots and others who have been in 
that vicinity sny that it is a danger- 
ous and treacherous bit of coast 
where the wreck took place; that a 
vessel is liable to be drawn in toward 
shore by the currents, that, once in, 
should the wind fail, nothing can 
keep the ship from taking the ground, 
and that in the smoothest time there 
is a ground swell that will beat the 
life out of a ship and break her up. 
Since writing the above a private let- 
ter gives additional particulars. 

The bark struck at 6 o'clock on the 

th. The wind 
was blowing strong from the south. 
As soon as the vessel struck 
the onter breakers washed over her 
aud she began to go to pieces. No 
boat. could approach her, nor could 
any boat be got out from the vessel. 
The three that wero saved, were oust 
on the beach and rescued from there 
by the smal! boat mentioned in pre- 
vions reports. By three o'clock in 
the afternoon the ship had complete- 
ly broken up and every particle of her 
had almost disappeared from sight 
except fragments flung here and 
there on the beach, 

‘The Oregon and Washington pilots 
feel with grief the loss of their com- 
rades and haye determined to find out 
all possible abont the disaster, aud if 
it can be done will recover the body 
of pilot Johnson and bring it to As- 
toria for sepulture.

Extracts From an Interesting Letter. 


That portion of Astoria that 
clambers over the steep hills is 
quite as wonderful and much more 
beautiful than the pile supported 
section, Each householder can 
look, without difficulty, into his 
neighbor’s chimney, for the resi- 
dences cling to spurs and craggy 
places wherever they can find foot- 
ing; such dizzy eyries are some of 
them that it would seem as ifsome 
ocenn wind must inevitably blow 
them away. ‘The custom house, a 
rigidly plain stone building, occu- 
pies the only level space on the up- 
per streets; solid and severely sim- 
plicity, symbolical of the preten- 
tions of the nation which ownis it, 
is conspicuous in its architecture. 
One bright November morning we 
set out to climb to a distant bald 
knob from which we had been told 
that an extensive view was to be 
obtained. Having » partiality for 
fine views, and being tourists, we 
felt it our duty to improve oar 
present opportunity. We might 
have driven up, but we 
merey on the horses; be 
the manner of women, we preferred 
the solid ground and our own feet 
to a carriage in such a brain-whirl- 
ing place. ‘t was up hill all the 
way. The plank walks were glazed 
with damp and furred with frost. 
They were slippery as toboggan 
slides and in many places unpro- 
tected by railings, But a provi- 
dent corporation had nailed cleats 
to the planks at regular spices 
and with the aid of alpen-stocks, 
improvised from sticks, we man- 
aged to make the ascent. After 
leaving the steep and stair-inter- 
rupted walk, which terminated at 
the base of the knob, we found our- 
selved obliged to foliow a muddy 
path among dense dry fern that 
prevented our diverging to either 
side. Astoria is as original in the 
nature of its mad as in everything 
else. As slippery as oi!, as tine as 
silt, it is as tenucions as elay, and 
is altogether a subject to be long 
remembered. Up this muddy path 
we toiled, and preseatly, ufter 
threading a grove of young Doug- 
lass firs, we came suddenly upon a 
broad grassy shelf, overhanging 
the city. Breathlessly we sini 
among the dry, fragrant fern, an. 
weary though we were, forget 
aching muscles in contempix' 
the panorama unrolled before « 
Before us? [t was beneath us; 
were above it all, except one « 
tant cone—a dim white ye O01 
the northern sky—St. Helens of 
the Cascades. Under us was the 
strangely jumbled city with its 
canneries, warehouses and docks 
pushing out over the river’s edye 
The river? Was it merely a river? 
It was difficult to believe in A 
river ten mies wide is no ordinary 
stream, ‘The day was remarkably 
clear for this misty climate, but the 
irregular green line of the Coast 
Range looked smoky and indis 
tint. The bays and promontories 
of the further side could be dis- 
tinguished easily, and the smoke 
of a sawmill made a dim blue 
blot on the black surfuce of 
the mountain wall. We could 
look up “the river for many miles; 


we could look down it to the 
ocean. Svparate lines of dashing 


| the terraces of the quaint city, but 
everywhere else—upon the wooded 
hills and craggy mountains, in the 
dark canyons and along the lonely 
valleys—brooded a great stillness, 
the silence of an untrodden wil- 
derness. There were no pleasant 
forest sounds; no bird songs and 
ripple of running water, but as the 
wind surged through the heavy 
boughs of the lofty firs and spruces, 
they sent forth a hoarse, deep mur- 
mur that gave answer to the men- 
acing» roar of the ocean on the 

rocky coasts beyond the bar, 
Presently we noticed that the 
two ships at the river's mouth 
were separating, one moving from 
us toward the great dull blue 
ocean reaching away beyond the 
headlands to mect the sky, one 
drawing nearer, feeling her way 
anxiously and cautiously along the 
channels. One was outward, the 
other inward bound: one was leav- 
ing the harbor, the other just mak- 
ing it.

inner and outer bar; beyond the 
latter two ships lay like white 
shadows, waiting. Crafts of all 
kinds skimmed the placid gray 
water, as alert and free as the sea- 

ulls that filled the air with their 
fishing wings and discordant 
voices without fear of molestation, 
for they are jealously protected by 
the laws of the city, A sea-gull 
is as sacred # bird in Astoria as is 
the stork in Holland or the crow 
in the south.

OUR NEXT CONGRESSMAN, 


Oregon elects her solitary congress- 

man away ahead of time. Next June 
the commonwealth will choose a rep- 
resentative who will take his seat in 
the National legislature in December 
1889. 
Already different sections of the 
state are being heard from, and Re- 
publicans and Democrats are express- 
ing their choice for the congressional 
representative in the 5lst congress. 

Astoria, Clatsop county, north- 
western Oregon, and the whole state 
are greatly interested in the matter of 
water ways: in the opening of the Co- 
lumbia river. The grain producing 
area could be increased five fold by a 
better system of transportation from 
the Blue mountains down the Colum. 
bia river grade. It is necessary to 
have a man in the lower house who 
understands this; who is heart and 
soul for the practical advancement of 
the idea, and who realizes the material 
need of earnest effort toward success 
in that direction. 

The man who can stand on that 
platform and work for a free river, for 
requisite improyements from the 
Snake to the sea, will have our hearty 
support. In aiding the proper im- 
provement of the Columbia, he aids 
the whole state. . 

Tn Hon. ©. W. Fulton, of this city, 
we have such a man, and could he be 
induced to accept the nomination 
from the Republican party, he would, 
we believe, make a winning fight and 
be of value as a representative in con- 
gress. 

But as he positively and uneqnivo- 
cally declines to allow his name to be 
used in connection with the nomina- 
tion and resolves to devote his talents 
and energies exclusively to the pur- 
suance of his profession, we must look 
elsewhere for some man to represent 
Oregon in the lower house.

not be permitted todo it.” “If I am 
correctly informed,” he says, “the O. 

N. company’s road has been 
jointly leased to the Union and North- 
ern Pacific companies. The agree- 
ment lacks only the formal approval 
of the directors of the O. R. & N. com- 
pany, who live in Portland. After 
that is secured the Northern Pacific 
company will say to the manager of 
the O. R. & N,, ‘you must not spend 
your money on bar or river towage 
because if you do you will injure the 
traffic on our road and prevent our 
building up the city of Tacoma It is 
necessary for us to have a large city 
at the Pacific terminns of our road. 
We cannot let you do anything of 
that kind.’ And the manager will 
have to obey. So they will have bot- 
tled up the O.R.&N. Don't you 
see? As certain as the joint lease be- 
comes a fixed fact ,sosure is it that 
the Northern Pacific will have the 
power to milk the 0. R. & N. of its 
traffic.—Z'acoma News, 3.

A MIDNIGHT MURDER. 


The Wholesale Adulteration of Lard. 


Plain Talk From a P 

Ontcaco, Feb. 8.—Amos J, Snell, a 
millionaire, was found murdered this 
morning at his residence, 425 Wash- 
ington boulevard, About 2 o'clock 
the servant girl heard a pistol shot, 
but paid no attention to it. Later he 
was found with a bullet hole im his 
breast and one back of his left ear. 
The murderers effected an entrance 
by sawing out a panel of the back 
door. Snell was one of the largest 
real estate owners in the city and all 
his business was transacted in the 
basement of his own house in which 
were several safes. 

The theory in regard to the mur- 
der is that it was the sequel to a care- 
fully planned robbery. It wasknown 
that during the first part of each 
month large sums of money, the pro- 
ceeds from rents of his bonuses, were 
kept in the house. It is believed that 
the burglars were at work at the safes 
when Snell heard the noise, went 
down and surprised the thieves. 

WHOLESALE ADULTERATION. 

Wasutnaton, Feb. 8.—The inquiry 
with regard to lard and its com- 
pounds by the committee on agricul- 
tare was continued to-day and inter- 
ested parties to the number of 25 or 
80, comprising manufacturers, attor- 
neys, and experts were present. Sam- 
ples of various compounds in tin 
pails were produced, which had been 
purchased in open market, and chem- 
ically examined by Prof. Sharpless, 
of Boston, who testified that samples 
bearing the stamp of “Armour & Co., 
Pure Refined Family Lard,” was 
found to contain about 60 per cent. 
hog’s lard, with 20 per cent. each of 
cotton seed oil and beef fat. The 
sample of “Fairbanks & Co.’s Chica- 
go Prime Refined Family Lard” was 
made of the same element, but bad a 
ater proportion of beef fut 
and cotton seed oil. A  sam- 
ple bearing the stamp “Halstead 
& Co. Pure Family Lard,” and 
another from the same firm stamped 
“Spanish Pure Lard, Registered,” 
ete., contaiming, so far as tests have 
been carried, not a particle of hog's 
Jard bat were made entirely of beef 
fat and cotton seed oil. With regard 
to cotton seed oil he said its healful- 
ness a3 an article of diet was stilla 
mooted question. That was not o 
matter for chemists but for medical 
men to decide.

THE WRECKED “ABERCORN,” 


Sixteen Bodies Recoyered up to Sunday 
Night, 

One of the survivors of the ill-fated 
Abercorn, a sailor, aged 53, has been 
interviewed at Montesano, regarding 
the wreck of that vessel near Damon's 
Point, W. 'L., on the 30th ult, 

He s that about 4:30 the morn- 
ing of the 30th, the weather being 
foggy, but there being no gale, pilot 
Johnson sent a man into the cross- 
trees to keep a lookout for lighta at 
the mouth of the Columbia river, sup- 
posing they were near that locality. 
At the time, they were steering a 
southeast course and carrying a light 
sail. The narrator was on watch. He 
says they took soundings only twice 
after taking Johnson on board, first 
on Saturday when they found eight 
fathoms, and again after standing out 
to sea on Sunday when they sounded 
and found 120 fathoms. All the sar 
vivors agree that these were the only 
soundings taken. 

The vessel struck at half past six. 
Immediately after striking all hands 
went into the after cabin, as the sea 
was breaking badly forward, and 
while they were there the foremast 
and mainmast broke and the deck 
split. About 1:30 P.M. a heavy sea 
broke into the cabin. The old sailor, 
who was the first out of the cabin, 
could not tell how many were drowned 
at that time, but is satisfied some 
must have been. ‘Those who survived 
ascended the rigging of the mizzen- 
mast, and the old man saw pilot John- 
son as he came out of the cabin, which 
was filled with water. He then saw a 
waye strike him, upon which he tried 
to grasp the bar of the companion- 
way, but missed it, when a second 
wave struck Johnson and carried him 
into the ocean. The old man watched 
him for some time in the water and 
says he swam nobly, but as he was 
looking back at the vessel and swim- 
ming parallel with the coast, he did 
not appear to be making for the shore, 
although the sailor thinks if he had 
had anything fo assist him he could 
easily have been saved. 

A little later the mizzenmast gave 
way, and the ship opened and let all 
into the sea, 

As the mast was going, the old sail- 
or jumped to clear the side of the 
ship, and was under the water for 
some time, As he came up the sec- 
ond time, he saw near him a plank 
about thirteen feet long, which he 
seized and steered for the shore. Af- 
ter getting on the plank, he says, his 
hair was hardly wet, showing there 
was no storm. 

As soon as he struck the beach he 
let the plank go, and was on bis knees 
in the sand when an Indian came to 
his assistance. After getting on his 
feet he fonnd he could walk all right 
and in fact did not suffer until he 
had a chill from exposure. 

‘The next survivor, a man about 25 
years of age, came ashore with ao 
piece of plank under each arm. Both 
of the men were in the water about 
half an hour. 

Sixteen bodies are reported found 
up to Sunday night, including those 
of pilot Johnson and the captain, the 
former having been recognized by a 
note book found in bis pocket. All 
the bodies were found from sixteen to 
nineteen miles up the coast, and there 
are still six bodies unheard from. 

The ship's company consisted of 
the captain and twenty-four men. 

The names of the three saved are 
Andrew Aitken, cabin boy, and Angus 


McLeod and Rob’t Rankin, seamen. 
Th came over yesterday from 
Gray bor on the tug Rankin, 


Capt. Lawson master. They immedi- 
ately reported to vice-consul Cherry, 
and will make deposition before him 
today regarding the wreck. It is 
not definite as to whether there will 
be an investigation or a formal court 
of inquiry, 

The cabin boy remained at Hoqni- 
am: the men are expressive of great 
gratitude for the handsome manner 
in which they were treated by the 
good people of Hoquiam. Everything 
possible was done for them, and, on 
leaving, a subscription was taken up, 
Capt. Lawson brought them around 
free on his tug. Therealso camea 
detailed account of the dismal trag. 
edy from the Indian agent on the res- 
ervation, but neither the latter nor 
the statements of the survivors add 
anything to that already known. 

Rankin says he had the lead and 
was passing it forward when the ves- 
sel struck, Pilot Jobuson was stand- 
ing alongside of him, and as the ves- 
sel took the ground he exclaimed: 
“Good God! she’s struck! Hard 
np!” to the man at the wheel, bnt of 
course she refused to answer her 
helm, and all hands took to the cabin, 
where they stayed untila huge wave 
sent her on her beam ends toward the 
sea, when the most of the craw took 
to the mizzen rigging. 

McLeod asks Tur Astorran to say 
that to Stephen Grover, MeIntyre 
and the two Indians is due great 
praise for their efforts in saving the 
lives of his two comrades and himself. 

The bodies of pilot Johnson and the 
captain were buried. Pilot Malcolm, 
who went to the scene of the wreck 
yesterday morning, is authorized by 
the pilots to bring both bodies to As. 
toria for burial here.

| REVISION or THE LAND LAWS. | 


An Important Bill Agreed Upon by the 
House Committee on Public Lands. 


The sub-committee of the house 
committee on Public lands, which 
has been considering the various 
propositions to chauge the land 
last Thursday reported to 
the full committee a bill “to secure 
to actual settlers the public lands 
adapted to agriculture, to protect 
the forests on the public domain, 
and for other purposes.” It is in 
effect a repeal of most of the exist- 
ing land laws. Its provisions, in 
brief, are ns follows: 

All public Jands are to be classi- 
fied as agrioultural, timber, miner- 
al, desert, or reserved. No timber 
land is to be sold, but the timber 
growing upon it may be disposed 
of to the highest bidder, in forty 
acre lots, the timber to be removed 
within six years from the date of 
sale. Minerai entries may be 
made of the same land, even after 
the sale of timber, but canvot im- 
pair the right of the purchaser of 
the timber. The president may 
set apart any forest lands as public 
reservations, on which the trees and 
undergrowth shall be protected 
from waste or injury, and he may 
employ the military for this pur-

No land is to be patented to any 
person under the desert land laws 
unless he has expended in its irri- 
gation and cultivation and in per- 
manent improvements at least $3 
per acre, or at the rate of $1 per 
acre for three years. In the event 
of failure to meet this requirement 
the lands shall revert to the United 
States and the entry shall be can- 
celled. 

Final entries shall be made and 
patents issued before the expiration 
of three years upon the presenta- 
tion of proof of reclamation to the 
aggregate extent of $3 per acre 
provided that proof be fartl 
quired of the cultivation of 
eighth of the laud, but no sinh 
desert land entry is to exceed 
acres, nor shall any payment be re 
quired therefor: and cntrivs are 
further confined to bona fide citi- 
zens and residents of the state or 
territory in which the desert land 
is situated. 

The existing laws relating to 
town sites, swamp lands, and other 
grants made by congress to states 
and territories are continued in 
force. The homestead law is 
amended so as to allow heads of 
families, citizens of legal age, or 
persons who have filed declara- 
tions of intention to become such, 
to enter a quarter section or so 
of public lands; but no person 
who is the proprietor of 160 acres

of land, or who quits and abandons |‘ 


his residence on his own land to 
reside on the public lands in the 
same state or territory, shall ac 
quire any right under the home- 
stead law. The transfer of any 
portion of a land entry for churel:, 
cemetery or school purposes, 
right of way for railroads or ir iga- 
ting canals shall not impair the 
right to perfect the title. Persons 
who have not bad the benefit of 
the pre-emption law, and have 
failed for any cause except by sale 
or disposal of their rights to per- 
feot title to tracts entered by them 
may make # second homestead en- 
try in lieu thereof. 

All laws allowing pre-emption 
of public Jands, aud the act en- 
titled “An act to amend the act to 
encourage the growth of timber 
on the western prairies,” and all 
other laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of the present bill are re- 
pealed, but all bona fide claims in- 
itiated before its passage may be 
perfected. All laws relating to 
bounty land warrants, college, and 
other land scrip remain in force, 
The last section of the bill makes 
t unlawful to cut or wantonly de- 
stroy any timber on the public 
lands, or to wilfully set fire to the 
timber or underbrush and leave 
the fire burning, exposing the 
trees to destruction, or to remove 
any timber from the public lands.

POOD ADULTERATIONS, 


‘Ture governmental analysis of lard 
packed at Chicago shows that it is 
largely adulterated. ‘This Obioago 
packed lard is sold all over this const, 
and whether cotton seed oil and beet 
fat are inferior to hog’s fat tried out 
and put up for export, the fact re- 
mains that wholesale and retail pur- 
chasers pay for what they don’t get. 

This adulteration is universal in the 
east. 

This last remark may seem to be a 
sweeping one, but the fact warrant 
itsuse. Adulteration of manufactured 
food, where possible or profitable, is 
universal there. 

Tes, coffee, butter, sugar, lard, mus- 
tard, pepper, canned fruits, jam, jelly, 
canned meats, etc., are all more or less 
adulterated in the east. 

The canned products of this coast, 
vegetables, fruit, salmon, ete., are all 


pure. 

Vegetables and fruitscanned in Cal- 
ifornia, and corn canned in Maine are 
‘usually of pure condition. 

But the great bulk of manufactured 
articles of food are adulterated. 

Take one article that every house- 
keeper either puts up herself or buys 
—raspberry jam. 

‘A man recently happened to be in 
conversation with e Boston manufac- 
turer who makes raspberry jam on a 
large scale, and asked him where the 
raspberries were raised that he made 
his product of. The gentleman was 
in a position to warrant the confidence 
of the manufacturer and the latter 
told him frankly: 

“Why, we don’t use any raspberries 
at all.” 

“Do you mean to say that youmake 
raspberry jam without any raspber- 
ries?” 

“Certainly.” 

“What is the process?” 

“Why, we boil tomatoes, and then 
strain the product to get the seeds 
ont. Tomato seeds are quite too big 
to look like raspberry seeds, and, be- 
sides, are not shaped like them. Then 
we add about an equal quantity of 
glucose, and mix in 2 little prepared 
raspberry flavor that we buy from 
the chemists, and also a quantity of 
hay seed. The hay seeds look very 
much likeraspberry seeds, and are be- 
sides much more nutritious than the 
raspberry seeds and constitue a posi- 
tive merit in jam. With a little farth- 
er {preparation , our raspberry jam, 


LEAP TEAR. 
Ladies’ Law in Leap Year—Bacholors’ Penalty 


(Thos, J, Bowditeh in Troy Times} 

It is probable that many of the fair, 
and at least an equal number of the un- 
{air sox, havo scarcely beatowed a thought 
upon the fact that 1888 is loap year, in 
which the ladies’ law, os it is called, may 
prevail. 

In three yoars out of every four, man 
bas the privilege of “popping the quos- 
tion,” and the annoyance of sometimoa 
having a plain-spoken “No” for the reply: 
On the fourth your woman may propose, 
if it so ploase ber, 

A lady has tho privilege in leap year of 
suggesting marriage between herself and 
a bachelor acquaintance, In the event of 
his refusing, the penalty is that the un- 
gallant gentleman shall present the ten- 
der damael with a new silk dress. 

‘There ia a reservation, however, that 
the right to claim thia penalty depends 
on the circumstance that, when she pro- 
posed, the damsel was the wearer of a 
wearlet petticoat, which (or a little of the 
lower portion of which) she must exhibit 
to the gentleman, the understood idea 
being that the silken dress shall cover 
the petticoat, and thus asatage dire 
fowinine indignation at the rejection of 
her offered hand, 

If any of the readers of the 7'imes 
catch a glimpse, in 1888—say in a high 
wind, or when a carriage or car is entered 
or a muddy street crossed—of the alight- 
est bit of scarlet in a lady’s most com- 
fortable and usually unexhibited garm- 
ent, they may imagine that she has 
quitted the house with the dire intent of 
asking somebody to marry her, or of get- 
ting the silk dress mentioned. 

It is said that, in a work entitled 
“Courtship, Love and Matrimony,” pub- 
lished in 1606, ten Reps before the death 
of Shakspeare, is this Qe regard- 
ing ladies’ privileges in leap year: 

“Albeit, it is nowe become a part of 
tho common lawe, in regards to social 
relations of life, that as often us every 
bissextile year doth return, the ladyes 
have the sole privilege, during the time 
it continueth, of making love unto the 
men, which they do, either by wordes or 
lookes, as to them’ it seemeth proper; 
and, moreover, no man will be entitled 
to benefit of clergy who dothe in any 
wise treate her proposal with slight or 
contumely.” 

‘This quotation is given by a corres- 
pondent of “Notes and Queries,” but 
there are some words in it which were 
scarcely in common use in Shakespear's 
time. 

“Social relations of life” is a compara- 
tively modern phrase; and though the 
word “relations” is used once by Shak- 
speare, “social” never was. Oddly 
enough, the word “‘contumely,” though 
not given in “Ayscough’s Concordance,” 
occurs in “the proud man’s contumely,” 
which is put into one of Hamlet's most 
thoughtful soliloquies. 

The following is the statute in the old 
Saxon code referring to leap year: 

“Albeit, as often as leape yearre dothe 
occur, the woman holdeth prerogative 
over the menne in matters of courtships, 
love and matrimonie; so that, when the 
lady proposeth, it shall not be lawfal for 
the man to say her nae, but shall enter- 
taine her proposal in all gade curtesie.” 

A Scotch statute of 1228 read as fol- 
lows: 

“It isstatut and ordaint that during 
the reine of her maist bleasit majestie, 
ilk forth year, known as leap year, ilk 
maiden ladye of baith high and low 
estait shall have liberty to bespeak ye 
man she likes; albyit, if he refuses to 
take her to be wif, he shall be mulcted in 
the sam of one pound (£1) or less, a3 bis 
estait mai be, except and awis if he can 
make it appear that he is betrothed to 
one women, and then he shall be free.”” 

Leap year naturally makes us think of 
marriage; and we hope all the young

'This is not as bad, however, as plas- 
ter of paris, lead, brick dust, white 
earth, and other delicacies mixed in 
with food adulterations.
